Paul Currie (Kaw) and Tony Lorusso 
(Suz) were the big winners in round 
four of the Florida Winter AMA Series, 
held at Sun State MX Raceway in Flori- 
da, January 19. Currie won the 125cc Pro 
class after beating Keith Johnson (Kaw) 
and Lorusso. Lorusso came back to win 
the 250cc Pro class, topping Johnson and 
Scott Carter. Earl May (Kaw) won the 
Vet Pro class. 

























The final piece of the 500cc Grand Prix 
class puzzle is having trouble finding a 
place, while money moguls Marlboro 
try to manipulate the situation that sees 
them short of riders for their top Japan- 
ese works team, reports Cycle News cor- 
respondent Michael Scott. The problem 
is finding a replacement for Loris 
Capirossi, who walked out of his con- 
tract with Wayne Rainey’s Marlboro 
Yamaha team. At press time, the prob- 
lem at hand was being thrashed around 
at Phillip Morris' headquarters in 
Switzerland. The plan, apparently, is to 
switch Jean-Michel Bayle from his slot 
on the Kenny Roberts team (also Marl- 
boro-backed) to ride on Rainey's team 
alongside Norifumi Abe. But there is 
strong opposition from Roberts, while 
Rainey is just waiting for word from his 
sponsors. “I’m waiting for Marlboro to 
tell me," Rainey said on Sunday, Janu- 
ary 19. "That's the way racing is at the 
moment. I'm hoping to hear tomorrow." 
Informed sources close to Marlboro 
have said it would be Bayle or nobody, 
leaving Rainey with a one-rider team 
against the Troy Corser/Luca Cadalora 
combination in the new Alfred Inzinger- 
owned Power Horse team. Other 
rumors hàve Marlboro poaching 
Cadalora (with whom they have a per- 
sonal contract) for its Yamaha team. But 
Rainey's response to suggestions that he 
might employ his former teammate was 
succinct: "No way." 


Kenny Roberts, meanwhile, has written 
off the rumors about Bayle leaving his 
team as "total speculation. You could 
speculate that I am going to work for 
Wayne's (Rainey) team if you want," 
Roberts said. "But I know I have Bayle 
and (Kenny Roberts) Junior under con- 
tract." If the deal goes through in spite 
of Roberts' objections, it will not only 
drive another wedge between former 
friends and allies Roberts and Rainey, it 
will also be further proof of Marlboro's 
growing level of control over the rider 
market. Of course, sponsors always 











exert influence over who rides for the 


major teams. Is this a sinister trend? 


"No," insists IRTA boss Paul Butler. 
"Considering the size of Marlboro's 
budget and the length of time they've 
been in the sport, it's only natural." 


Three-time 250cc World Champion Max 
Biaggi has hit the gossip columns of 
Europe with his name being linked with 
that of British "supermodel" Naomi 
Campbell after the two were seen 
together over a period of three days, at 
nightclubs and at his apartment. "We're 
just very good friends," smiled Biaggi. 
But reports persist that Campbell was 
two-timing her regular Spanish 
boyfriend "with Italy's most eligible 
bachelor." 


The Homestead, Florida, round of the 
AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship has been officially dropped from 
the "tentative" schedule. The series now 
consists of 10 rounds, beginning with 
the Cruise America Arizona Superbike 
Challenge at Phoenix International 
Raceway on February 14-16 and wind- 
ing up with the series finale at Las 
Vegas Motor Speedway on October 3-5. 


Dirt tracker Steve Morehead will likely 
miss the AMA Grand National Champi- 
onship Series season opener in Daytona 
in March. The Findlay Flyer exploded a 
disc between the fifth and sixth verte- 
brae in his neck while helping a friend 
move an appliance and had to undergo 
emergency surgery on Friday, January 
10. "I shattered the disc into eight 


pieces," Morehead said. "They made an ' 


incision in my throat and went in there 
with a microscope and found all the 
pieces and removed them. Then they 
went in and replaced two bones and 
framed it all in titanium. I get to keep 
that for life, so my name ain't Morehead 
anymore. It's Metalhead." Morehead 
said that his doctor believes it will take 
three months for the injury to heal com- 
pletely. ^I have to go back in two weeks 
to get the staples out of my neck," More- 
head said. “If I can race at Daytona, then 
fine. If I can't, I can't. In the meantime 
I'm trying to organize my races down at 
Daytona." Recall that Morehead is a 
promoter at Volusia County Speedway 
in Barberville, Florida, during Camel 
Motorcycle Week. 


Motocrosser Lowell Moural Jr. suffered 
a broken left leg and a dislocated knee 
during the opening round of the AMA 
Supercross Series at the Los Angeles 
Memorial Coligeum on January 11. 
Moural is expected to undergo surgery.

Gobert tops Beattie in 
first test 


Y oung Anthony Gobert (right) 





lapped faster than his fellow 

Australian and teammate 
Daryl Beattie in Lucky Strike Suzu- 
ki's first official test of the 1997 
RGv500, held at Eastern Creek near 
Sydney, Australia, on January 14-17. 
Gobert lapped at 1:31.00 in the final 
session of the three-day test, half a 
second quicker than Beattie, who is 
returning to racing following his 
recovery from serious head injuries and a badly broken wrist in 1996. 

"I'm loving riding the 500," said Gobert, conducting a post-test interview with a 
beer in each hand. "My years in World Superbike were very frustrating because I 
didn't want to be there in the first place. The 500 really suits my style, and I can learn 
more and go faster. I want to ride it forever." 

The Suzuki factory has undertaken its biggest revamp since 1991 with the designat- 
ed XR87 version of the RGv500. Team officials were extremely tight-lipped about the 
changes that they hope will give them their first victory since the German GP in 1995. 
Lucky Strike Suzuki team manager Garry Taylor did comment that the only inter- 
changeable parts with the 1996 model are the handgrips. 

“The bike is radical by our standards because we really haven't had a change of bike 
for six years or so," Taylor said. "Those who know what they are looking for would see 
the changes." 

The bike is certainly narrower and more compact, as Taylor confirmed, and also has 
more midrange. But the Brit stopped short of outlining detailed specifications. A curso- 
ry glance of the new Suzuki shows a lithesome front area, which also appears lower 
given the positioning of the new and larger air scoops feeding the airbox. 

The factory and team believe the time for a change is ripe, given that Gobert is new 
to the 500cc GP scene and Beattie is virtually making a comeback to racing after only 
finishing two races in 1996. 

"It went all wrong for us last year when we lost Daryl and we never really recov- 
ered from that," Taylor said. “Scott Russell worked hard for us last year, and we're 
grateful for that, but I think the task was too much for him and he lost track toward the 
end of the year. Scott's a damn good rider and I'm sure he will do well where he is 
now." 

In the absence of Beattie, Taylor said the team was left to rely on feedback from Rus- 
sell and Beattie's two replacements, Terry Rymer and Peter Goddard, in coming up 
with the 1997 bike. 

“Peter was a great help to us at the end of the year," Taylor said. "We've started this 
week with last year's bike as a yardstick and spent the first half of the day getting the 


* best out of that because that was the only bike we had to compare against. On the last 


day, particularly, we got into the new bike, this new-generation bike. We still have a lot 
of work, though, but I would doubt that anything but the grips will be the same on the 
new bike." 

The configuration of a braced swingarm has also been altered, with the use of more 
extruded components. It is also believed that the geometry - both front and rear - has 
been changed to facilitate a quicker steering response without sacrificing stability. The 
all-new chassis closely resembles the superseded one, but a change to the front-end 
geometry has been made to cure a tendency to understeer. 

Gobert's crew chief Stuart Shenton would only indicate that while the new bike is a 
departure, it still has a twin-crank V-four engine - although with very few interchange- 
able parts from the 1996 bike. Gobert used the new bike over the final two days of the 
test and, despite his limited 500cc experience, was able to record the fastest time of the 
test. Shenton is confident of "a lot more to come." 

Asked if the Suzuki was going down the same road as Honda with pre-Big Bang 
crank timing, Taylor said: "Our new bike is definitely not a retro bike in terms of being 
pre-1992, but it is very different." 

Three-time World Champion Michael Doohan clocked a sizzling 1:29.1 lap time 
after the 1996 Australian Grand Prix, reportedly using a pre-Big Bang engine. 

Gobert didn't surprise anyone with his bold declaration that he plans on winning a 
GP in his first season. 

"It's a big task, but I want to win in my first year," he said, his hair now colored а 
shade of pink. "That's the way I'm feeling and that's what I'm setting out to do. The 
chances of it realistically happening might not be very high in other people's views, but 
I believe it is because the only thing I need to learn is the machine. I’ve ridden bikes all 
my life, so it's not going to take me very long to learn the Suzuki. That only leaves me 
with the race tracks and I’ve been to most of them already." 

^Having Anthony is great," Taylor said. "He's a one-off, he's good fun and he's 
doing a great job. He's certainly not taking his time to get into it because he's going 
fast. He's not doing any heroics. He's not doing anything stupid and he's very good to 
work with. It's easy for the mechanics to understand him and everyone is looking for- 
ward to the season with a lot of enthusiasm. I think Anthony can do some podiums 
and I think he can win a race or two this year. If we give him the right bike, I'm sure he 
can do that."

Peterhansel wins fifth 





Dakar Rally 


Dakar Rally after the final stage was run on January 19 in Dakar, Africa. The victory 
was Peterhansel's fifth, matching the record set by fellow Frenchman Cyril Neveu. 

Peterhansel's win was the easiest in his five-race monopoly. 

"Everything ran well," Peterhansel said. “1 crashed a lot but nothing serious. I made a 
fast start, not for any reason, just the bike was so fast. It's been a great effort by Yamaha." 

Peterhansel's advantage over second-placed Oscar Gallardo (Cagiva) was an amazing 
two hours, 35 minutes and 16 seconds. - 

Finishing third was Peterhansel's factory Yamaha teammate David Castera, who took 
the checkered flag 2:56:25 behind the winner. American Jimmy Lewis (KTM) finished a 
respectable fourth, 3:28:15 behind Peterhansel, but perhaps the highlight of his whole ride 
was winning a stage late in the competition. 

“I took it rather easy," Lewis said of his stage win. “These types of sections are much 
harder back home, but to win a stage is great, it was a lot of fun.” 

Jordi Arcons (KTM) was running second late in the rally when he crashed after hitting 
a dog, and the Spaniard was knocked unconscious. He was airlifted to a mobile hospital 
where he was placed under observation. 

“I remember something running out in front of me," Arcons said. “Then I remember 
nothing.” 

Up to that point, Arcons, who finished second last year, was the only rider within two 
hours of the Peterhansel. 

With Arcons’ departure from the event, Lewis stood a chance of finishing third overall 
but a series of falls allowed Castera to catch and pass the Californian for third. 

The final day was a short 11-mile run to Dakar along the ocean front, and while Peter- 
hansel trailed in 15th on the last leg, it was more than enough to ensure victory. 

“To win five times is nearly unbelievable, thanks to Yamaha for supplying me with a 
winning machine,” Peterhansel said. “It was a tough Dakar, very hot and a lot of prob- 
lems for riders. Now I must continue my year with a win in the Gilles Lalay Classic and 
the Le Touquet race. With those victories I can be a happy man.”

Roberts project behind 
schedule 


he new Kenny Roberts GP 500cc triple is running behind schedule, but will defi- 
Т be оп the start line for the opening round of the 500сс World Champi- 
onship in Malaysia on March 13, according to Roberts. 

Track testing of the new bike was scheduled to begin in the last week of January or 
early February, Roberts said from his new team headquarters in England, where flat- 
out work is under way preparing for the first tests. Those tests will be held at a secret 
location, with any plans for an official launch firmly under wraps for the moment. 

“We're running a little late because of a few pieces," Roberts said. "There's а 
redesign and there's been a heat-treatment problem. It's nothing serious - just a couple 
of loose ends we need to tie up over the next couple of weeks." 

Roberts denies that circumstances - most especially an accelerated split with Yama- 
ha - had forced him into putting the bike out a year earlier than he wanted. 

“As long as this has been a live project the target was for the 1997 season," he said. 
^We could have done with a year to develop it, but I figure we're gonna get a hard 
time from the press no matter what, so we might as well do it on the race track. We 
hope to be out on track with a pre-production prototype by the end of January or first 
of February, and we expect that both Jean-Michel (Bayle) and (Kenny Roberts) Junior 
will be riding it. 

“We've had the engine on the dyno, and we're satisfied with the horsepower. At the 
present time, we're working on reliability testing." 

Although Roberts wouldn't give any figures, he agreed that 160 horsepower would 
be enough and that “we have enough. With the weight advantage, I think we could 
surprise a few people." 

He would not comment on the chassis: "I can only tell you that we're doing very 
well with that," Roberts said. "But everyone is going to have to wait and see. We're 
going to be even more secretive than the Japanese factories. We're trying to beat them 
so we'll have to be." 

Roberts would normally be at his Hickman, California, home this time of the year, 
but he professed himself more than happy to be at work in England. 

“I have a lot more to do now than with the old system (running factory Yamahas),” 
he said. "We used to get the bikes, paint them and push them in the back of the truck. 
Now I'm dealing with suppliers, getting stuff straight, dealing with all the manage- 
ment stuff. It's the closest Гуе ever been to having a real job. And I'm really enjoying 
it." 

Roberts, however, is not hands-on with the project, leaving all the dirty work to spe- 





cialist engineers. The last time Roberts built a motorcycle was in 1984, when he person- . 


ally constructed an aluminum, rising-rate-suspension frame to replace the steel mono- 
shock Yamaha TZ250 he was running for Wayne Rainey. The bike won in its debut at 
Laguna Seca, but was then damaged in a post-race crash. The next time Rainey rode it, 
at the British Grand Prix at Silverstone, they discovered that it was only good around 
left-hand corners - on a predominately right-handed circuit.

The all-new Yamaha YZM400F four- 
stroke motocrosser - revealed for the 
first time in Cycle News two weeks ago 
(Issue #2, January 15, 1997) - will not 
only see competition in the United 
States during the 1997 racing season, but 
on the World Championship stage as 
well.

A works two-man team will be run 
by Yamaha Europe from a base in Bel- 
gium, with Italian Andrea Bartolini and 
Sweden's Peter Johansson making up 
the two riders for the European counter- 
part to Yamaha USA's Doug Henry, 
who will compete in the AMA 250cc 
National MX Series and selected Super- 
crosses on the lightweight four-stroke 
motocrosser.

Another world title chase the V-three 
Benelli - and Laverda Jota - will be eligi- 
ble for is the newly announced Sound of 
Thunder World Series, due to be 
launched on the Daytona banking on 
March 4, with the first round of an 








eight-race series with subsequent races 
held at European circuits. This new 
championship succeeds the well-estab- 
lished BEARS World Series. But unlike 
the BEARS class, which catered exclu- 
sively to bikes built outside Japan 
(BEARS is British, European and Ameri- 
can/Australasian RacerS), the new 
Sound of Thunder will run to broadly 
the same rules but will be open to 
Japanese bikes too. 

"Now that the Japanese manufactur- 
ers have discovered twin-cylinder, four- 
stroke sportbikes, it's pointless to 
exclude them from this type of racing 
anymore," said World Series organizer 
Graham Boothby. "On the contrary, 
bikes like the Honda VTR1000, Suzuki 
TL1000, Yamaha TRX850 and the many 
Japanese-engined Supermonos are all 
completely in keeping with the spirit of 
the class, and need to be catered for. The 
Sound of Thunder gives importers and 
teams a valid international category.to 
race the new Honda, Suzuki and Yama- 
ha twins in, which won't be competitive 
in their present form in World Super- 
bike racing, but can provide the basis for 
a real four-stroke Thunderbike. The new 
Triumph T595 Daytona, which has too 
big of an engine to be eligible for the 
Superbike class, will also be a con-

Bimota gears up 


Ah, Bimota. The 
Italian specialist 
manufacturer is 
gearing up for the 
start of production 
of the 500cc Vdue 
fuel-injected two- 
stroke sportbike, 
with production set 
to begin in late 
April when engine 
builders Franco 
Morini (in Bologna), 
the company Bimo- 
ta has subcontracted 
to manufacture the 
twin-crank 19- 
degree V-twin 
motor, have fin- 
ished tooling up for series production. 

In preparation for this, Bimota has completed a short-term factory expansion 
program, increasing floor space by 20 percent with the acquisition of the industrial 
unit across the street from its Rimini base, a unit that will house its machine shop, 
R&D department and race team. This has allowed for a complete reorganization of 
the existing two-story factory, with the upper floor.now given over entirely to man- 
ufacture all the way up to rolling-chassis state, before the bikes are moved down- 
stairs for bodywork fitment and final assembly. 

Each completed bike is now dyno tested on a newly installed rolling road before 
being crated for delivery - previously, it was left to individual importers to do this, 
but now all bikes leaving the parent factory will be certified as having passed a rig- 
orous checklist, as well as fulfilling minimum performance criteria. This is especial- 
ly important now that Bimota is manufacturing bikes fitted with its own engines, 
says technical boss Pierluigi Marconi. 

The work force has increased 10 percent to reflect the expansion, with the 1996 
production of 1550 bikes set to rise to 1700 in 1997, before jumping to 2000 units in 
'98 - once the Vdue is in full production, when it will be joined by a very different 
kind of fuel-injected V-twin, the four-stroke SB8 powered by the Suzuki TL1000 V- 
twin motor. j 

The prototype street Vdue has now covered more than 18,000 miles on the road, 
Marconi says. But before customer production begins in the spring, Bimota will be 
building a small batch of 10 pre-production bikes in January, bikes that will be sent 
to various countries for intensive testing in a variety of conditions - German auto- 
bahns, Tokyo traffic, Australian heat and British damp. 

Bimota aims to iron out any snags in the avant-garde two-stroke via this on-the- 
road test program, as well as develop a variety of EPROM chips for the TDD fuel- 
injection software, to suit local conditions in each country. However, each customer 
will be able to keep in touch with the factory by downloading his bike's data onto 
the Bimota central computer via the Internet, and receiving updates on specifica- 
tions and R&D by the same means. 

Now that its final specification has been determined, it’s interesting to compare 
the 90-degree V-twin Bimota with Honda’s single-crank NSR500V 100-degree V- 
twin GP racer (and possible street bike?), which has engine dimensions of 68 x 
68.5mm and peaks at 10,250 rpm in race form, at which point 135 bhp is on tap at 
the gearbox. The Italian road bike measures a much shorter stroke, 72 x 61.5mm, 
delivers 110 bhp at the rear wheel in fully silenced street form (with air cleaner) at 
9000 rpm, and revs safely to 10,000 rpm. Not so different - though the Italian bike 
with full street equipment scales in at 319 pounds dry, against the customer 
NSR500V racer's 240 pounds. Engine weight is very similar, though - 70.4 pounds 
for the five-speed Bimota engine without starter motor, vs. 83.6 pounds for the 
alloy-crankcase customer version of the six-speed Honda engine. GP-level specifica- 
tions - and performance, too, all for $20,275. They may want to consider buying 
another factory. i

A large part of the credit for Joel Smets' 1995 world title belonged to the two 
brothers - but by then a dispute between them and Husaberg had resulted in a split, 
with the creation of the Vertemati marque initially using modified Husaberg bikes. 

But since then, the two brothers have been working at developing their own 100 
percent self-built motorcycle, which will be ridden in the 1997 Grands Prix by 
American Trampas Parker. The new bike uses their own all-new 500cc four-valve 
liquid-cooled engine with gear (not chain) drive to the single overhead camshaft 
and either a two- (yes!) or three-speed gearbox, depending on the track. The bike 
will be extremely light, say sources close to the team, combining the best of two- 
and four-stroke technology - one reason the brothers have opted not to max out 
engine capacity to the four-stroke limit. | 

The Vertemati chassis package will play a part in this, too: For example, the 
swingarm is milled from a solid piece of Ergal aircraft alloy, to create the two- 
wheeled equivalent of a Bimota road bike. And, just like the Bimota, we can look for 
a customer version of the bike in time for the 1998 MX season. But don’t ask about 
the price. 





tender, and of course Sound of Thunder 
will still provide a battleground for the 
Britten, VR Harley, Moto Guzzi, BMW 
and two-valve Ducati-powered bikes 
that have been the mainstream of the 
BEARS class to date.” 

Sound of Thunder rules are similar to 
the old BEARS regulations, but with the 
inclusion of Japanese bikes. This means 
that the class is open to four-strokes 
only, with a maximum of three cylin- 
ders (or twin-rotor rotaries), with the 
exception of multi-cylinder bikes fitted 
with four-valve desmo engines (so no 
Ducati superbikes). Apart from a ban on 





turbo-charging or super-charging, 
multi-cylinder engines, anything else 
goes, making the class a fertile ground 
for radical experimentation, Britten-style 
- but now with the added bonus of 
stacking up the best four-strokes from 
around the world with the latest twin- 
cylinder sportbikes from Japan.

But although bike-mad Merloni's initial objective is to generate vital profits by 
cashing in on the current Italian scooter boom, he admits that his main objective 
in buying the company was to revive the glory days of the Benelli brand, which 
won the 250cc World Championship in 1969 thanks to Australian Kel Carruthers, 
as well as mounting a serious challenge to MV Agusta's 500/350cc-class 
supremacy in the hands of riders such as Renzo Pasolini, Mike Hailwood and 
Jarno Saarinen. : 

. Merloni is already involved with World Superbike racing at the highest level, 
and has done a deal with Ducati to give his Team Gattalone rider Pier-Francesco 
Chili full factory 996 equipment in 1997. But while trying to deliver the first all- 
Italian World Superbike title with the Bologna-built desmo V-twin, Merloni is 
understood to have already commissioned a Turin-based engineering company 
to develop a three-cylinder Benelli 900cc superbike engine, with the aim of hav- 
ing it ready for street bike production - and consequent superbike competition - 
after a Milan show launch in September 1999. 

However, unlike the rival Laverda in-line triple due to debut a year earlier, 
work is believed to be quite far advanced on the design of a V-three fuel-injected 
900cc Benelli engine, aimed at delivering a compact engine package with opti- 
mum weight distribution - as well as a distinctive engine format that's bound to 
help in marketing terms. We'll have further details on the born-again Benelli 
superbike as they become available.

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Aprilia’s super 
RSV1000 


Bimota’s new V-twin SB8 four-stroke 
looks set to debut at exactly the same time 
as the long-awaited street version of the 
Aprilia RSV1000 superbike, with both of 
them appearing for the first time at the 
Milan show in September. However, 
though Aprilia has always publicly stated 
that the RSV1000 will be the first of its 
range of large-capacity bikes powered by 
the Rotax-built, fuel-injected 60-degree V- 
twin, eight-valve engine (first shown in 
public at the Bologna show in December, 
1994) to enter production, that message is 
at odds with the company’s newly pub- 
lished corporate profile, a package aimed 
at heightening worldwide awareness of 
the Aprilia brand in preparation for its 
launch as a full-product marque later this 
year. 

While underlining Aprilia's remark- 
able boom in production, increasing from 
55,000 powered two-wheelers in 1992 to 
165,000 in 1995 and over 200,000 in 1996, thanks to the opening of its new Scorze 
factory with seven production lines running at full capacity, the profile document 
reveals Aprilia's '95 turnover as being $364.9 million "based on an exchange rate 
valid on September 24, 1996" - thereby revealing the date on which the book was 
prepared. However, two pages later on, it states that "Aprilia's latest creation, the 
Shiver, will go into production in the second half of 1996" - only we're still waiting. 

So, what's going on? Aprilia refuses to discuss its four-stroke V-twin production 
plans, but sources within the company disclose that there's a battle royal going on 
between two factions in top management about what kind of bike it should build to 
attack the key market segment for the large-capacity V-twins it is about to start mar- 
keting - the roadster/custom/naked-bike sector now populated by the Ducati Mon- 
ster, Laverda Ghost, Triumph Thunderbird/Adventurer etc. — 

The controversially styled Shiver (designed by Aprilia's in-house studio) is one 
candidate, together with its touring Shiver Way spinoff launched at the [FMA 
Cologne show last October. The other is the V-twin roadster produced by French 
Design guru Phillippe Starck as part of his ongoing contract with Aprilia, which 
saw him pen the Moto' 6.5 street single that was launched to a fanfare of-high-pro- 
file publicity two years ago but has sold very disappointingly since then. 

But take a look at this scoop photo of the Starck-designed Aprilia roadster which 
he built more than three years ago and compare it with the Shiver - then decide 
which one you'd prefer. Maybe a postcard with your comments to Aprilia boss 
Ivano Beggio (who's understood to be a supporter of the Starck bike, but is con- 
cerned about customer reaction to it after the sales flop of the Moto' 6.5) might help 
the Italian marque's executives make up their minds. Or maybe you would still pre- 
fer a Ducati Monster, the bike that invented the V-twin Euro-roadster look? 

Aprilia needs to be sure it gets the product right with the V-twin roadster 
because it's the crucial model which will fuel the company's launch into key mar- 
kets like the United States and also Japan, where the RS250 Suzuki-powered race 
replica is selling well on the back of Max Biaggi's trio of 250cc GP world titles, but 
the market for a large-capacity four-stroke range is much greater. 

Further down the line, Aprilia plans a 1200cc cruiser powered by a bored and 
stroked version of the Rotax-built engine, but its effort to introduce leading-edge, mod- 
ern styling concepts to what is frankly a conservative-minded market is set to prove an 
interesting test of mind over matter: Can Aprilia persuade potential customers to 
accept avant-garde design over traditional values - especially in America, the key mar- 
ket it is planning to launch it products in before the next millennium? Time will tell.

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LOS ANGELES, CA, JAN. 18 
Te Yamaha's Doug Henry proved 
to the world and the 47,831 specta- 
tors on hand at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum that he is indeed to be taken 
seriously for this year’s AMA Super- 
cross Series crown. Henry took the next 
step up from his second place last week, 
held at the same venue, to win the pre- 
mier 250cc-class main event. 

With his win, Henry gave Yamaha its 
first 250cc supercross victory since Jeff 
Emig won the controversial Las Vegas 
Supercross finale in Nevada on June 10, 
1995. Henry’s only other 250cc super- 
cross win came the same year as Emig’s 
when he won the mud-soaked main 
event in Dallas, Texas, as a member of 
Team Honda. 

At the LA Supercross - Part 2 - Henry 
had the lead in his heat by the third lap 
and won it going away to qualify for the 
show. The main event went down much 
the same as the two-time 125cc National 
MX Champion got a good start, passed 
teammate Ezra Lusk on lap three and 
held him at bay for the rest of the race to 
take the win. 

The Yamaha pits were jumping when 
it was all over and Henry was, under- 
standably, all smiles. After all, it’s only 
been a year and a half since Henry’s leg- 
endary crash and broken back at the 
Budds Creek National MX in Maryland 
that almost cost him his career. Henry 
sits atop the points chart now with 47. 

“It’s been a long time for me,” Henry 
said. “This year I’ve been working hard- 
er than ever and I feel like I’m ready to 
win. In the race, I started out second 
behind Larry Ward and on about the 
third lap he made a mistake and I went 
by him. I just tried to focus on myself 
because the track was really rutty and 
choppy out there, and I just tried to find 
my lines and ride smooth. 

“Twenty laps is a long race and I tried 
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to focus on each lap and make each one 
count. Ezra (Lusk) got close a few times, 
but it's really comfortable when you're 
riding with a teammate because you ride 
with them all the time so you know how 
they ride and you can trust them." 

The Team Yamaha crew had more to 
be ecstatic about because of Lusk's fine 
ride and second-place finish in the main. 
The Georgian also won his heat in con- 
vincing style and never looked back 
after passing last week's winner, Greg 
Albertyn, midrace. Lusk*picked up the 
$1000 1-900-Pro-Race Holeshot money 
in the main, succumbed to the charges 
of Henry and nearly got him back in the 
whoops before the finish. Lusk's finish 
put him in a tie with Albertyn for sec- 
ond in the points with 38. 

"It was an easy race," Lusk said of 
the duel. “I’m used to riding with Doug 
(Henry) and we just got together and 
got a little train going there for the 
whole race. We locked handlebars down 
the front straight - it was fun. I felt com- 
fortable riding in second and I didn't get 
tight. I did feel Jeremy (McGrath) 
behind me for a while but I wasn't wor- 
ried about it because I knew we had a 
fast pace going. 

“1 was waiting for the pit board that 
said three laps to go, but I never saw it 
because of the way the mechanic area 
was placed. I was riding conservative 
and when I saw the white flag it was too 
late. I could rest in some sections, and 
when it came down to it I was going to 
use all the fast lines and be right there 
on him, but the white flag came too 
soon. I almost got him in the whoops at 
the finish, but it developed a single fast 
line that left me nowhere to go. Honest- 
ly, I'm just not totally comfortable on 
the Yamahas yet - letting it hang out. 
More and more time is just going to do 
me good." 

1-800-Collect/Suzuki of Troy /Fox's 
Jeremy McGrath turned things around 
this week on his new ride and finished a 
respectable third in the main. McGrath's 





mechanic, Wyatt Seals, and company 
got the bike working more to the four- 
time defending champ's liking and he 
qualified for the main via a fourth-place 
transfer spot in his heat. 

The champ was apologetic to the | 
crowd about his finish, but nonetheless | 
pleased with his progress. McGrath now | 
sits in sixth in the points with 26- a | 
place he hasn't been since the second | 
race of '93 as a 250cc rookie.

McGrath said. "After last week, I had to 
salvage some points and ride smooth. 1 
was about fourth off the start and then I 
passed Larry Ward after Yogi (Ezra 
Lusk) got by him. On the first lap, I got a 
bunch of dirt in my goggles up the Peri- 
style and couldn't see anything for a few 
laps. I rode a good race and I really 
wanted to stay upright and make sure I 
got points. 

“It’s a confidence builder from last 
week and we'll get it. My shock was bet- 
ter this week and Mitch Payton did a 





great job on my bike this week. We got 
another three horsepower out of it and 
I'm excited. I'm going to go up from 
here - I just had to get this first one 
(podium spot) down, you know. Last 
week I didn't even get to race hardly, so 
I'm happy." 

Team Kawasaki's Damon Huffman 
improved upon his 11th-place finish 
from last week and took a fourth, 
despite having the flu this week. Huff- 
man battled heavily with Team Honda's 
Steve Lamson throughout most of the 
main until he crashed two laps from the 
finish, giving Huffman the fourth posi- 
tion. 

"| was in fifth for so long," Huffman 
said." We were real close and I was get- 
ting roosted and pulled off all my tear- 
offs. The pressure finally got to (Steve) 
Lamson and he crashed off the finish- 
line jump. I'm pleased with this finish 
after riding the couch all week being 
sick. I just used my head the whole time 
and that's the only thing that got me 
through." 

Team Honda of Troy's Larry Ward 
persevered again and finished fifth after 
having to qualify out of a semifinal race. 
He led the main event for a few laps and 
rode smart, still recovering from a badly 
injured ankle. 

“Last Friday was the first time I got 
to ride my '97 bike," Ward said. "I'm 
still getting used to it and working 
things out. I crashed as hard as Гуе ever 
crashed in my heat race. I'm still only 
one or two points out of second and I’m 
just gonna get as many points as I can 
these first five races, let myself heal, and 
come on strong after the break. I'm still 
feeling in shape and I just need to get a 
little more speed." 

Ward's teammate, Mike Craig, fin- 
ished sixth, 125cc World MX Champ 
Sebastien Tortelli finished a respectable 
seventh, Albertyn finished eighth after a 
crash at the start, Mike Kiedrowski got 
ninth and Lamson recovered to close 
out the top 10. 

The 125cc main event was expected 
to provide some added entertainment 
with the inclusion of 125cc East Coast 
riders Ricky Carmichael and David Pin- 
gree of Team Pro Circuit/SplitFire/ 
Kawasaki, and Honda of Troy's French 
import Stephane Roncada, who were all 
riding to shake the bugs out before the 
start of the East Region series in a few 
weeks. A large pileup ruined chances 
for many, but it was Team Moto 
XXX/O'Neal/Epitaph/HSKS of Ocala's 
Brian Deegan who shocked the pundits 
by winning the 125cc West Coast feature 
- Kevin Windham country. After Wind- 
ham's spank-fest last weekend, most 
wondered if they should race for second 
on down, but the defending champ got 
a so-so start and crashed himself to the 
back of the top 10. 

Deegan crashed himself out of his 
heat last week, compressed two verte- 
brae in his back and wasn't able to ride 
all week. The Canyon Lake, California, 
resident dogged Primal Impulse/ 
Honda's Robbie Reynard and took the 
lead with four laps to go as Reynard 
faded with severe arm pump. 

Deegan shocked them more when he 
let his bike go solo (aka ghost ride) over 
the finish-line double and crossed the 
line after his bike, in one of the wildest 
displays supercross has ever seen. His 
team was going nuts. Deegan was conse- 
quently fined $500 by the AMA and his 
team manager, Kenny Watson, was fined 
the same amount for running onto the 
track - both justified safety violations. 

“I saw a lot of people go down at the 
start," Deegan said. "The guy to the 
right of me took everybody out and it 





set me up perfectly. My bike was perfect 
- everything. I was in the right place at 
the right time and Га been doing à lot of 
training, so I was able to keep the pace. 
Once I was in second, I could see Rey- 
nard fading and I couldn't even think 
about my back. АП I could think about 
was winning. 

"Everyone has done every jump," 
Deegan replied about the finish-line 
flight. ^I just thought that would be the 
punkest thing I could do. I'm going to 
pay Kenny's fine, too." 

FMF/Yamaha's Frenchman David 
Vuillemin improved upon his fifth place 
from last week with a second place in 
the final. Vuillemin is now tied for sec- 
ond with Windham in the points chase 
with 38, just two points shy of leader 
Reynard. 

“Му start was not very good out of 
the gate," Vuillemin said. "But I stayed 
very close on the inside. I did not see the 
crash and came out in third. After Rey- 
nard started to get tired, I got second. I 
could not get out of the line and get 
Deegan. He did not make a mistake and 





I stayed. I want to thank Donny Emler 
of FMF and Terry Varner for my bike, 
and my mechanic, Brent Myron." 

Team Suzuki's second-newest mem- 
ber, Nathan Ramsey, made good on his 
new ride with a third-place finish and a 
trip to the podium. He finished second 
to Windham in his heat to qualify. 

“It took me three or four laps to get 
going," Ramsey said. "There was that 
big crash to the right of me and I got off 
about eighth. I started passing riders, 
got into third and started closing in on 
the leaders. I didn't see the two-lap 
board to know it was the end of the 
race. When the checkered flag came out, 
I couldn't believe it. I might've been able 
to get them. Next week." 

Reynard held on for fourth and is 
looking for some answers to his arm- 
pump dilemma after two straight weeks 
of leading only to encounter the prob- 
lem, Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's 
Craig Decker and Casey Johnson got 
fifth and seventh, respectively, when 
they had to make up time from the start 
crash and Roncada took sixth. Windham

around and entertained the crowd that 
loved to hear his valves floating. He was 
a hit all night long. 

Lusk took home the posted $1000 
holeshot money after squirting to the 
lead in the 250cc main event, followed 
closely by Henry, McGrath, Lamson, 
Hughes, Ward and Albertyn. Ward 
hopped into first coming down the Peri- 
style jump, leaving the order behind 
him Henry, Lusk, McGrath, Lamson, 
Craig and LaRocco. Emig was ninth. 
Lewis ran 10th, but soon retired with 
mechanical troubles. 

Henry and Lusk moved past Ward, 
taking his line away at the bottom of the 
Peristyle jump to leave him in third at 
the end of lap three. McGrath moved 
quickly and passed Ward in a set of suc- 
cessive doubles to take third soon after. 
LaRocco and Emig tangled while bat- 
tling for eighth on lap four, with Emig 
getting the raw end of the bargain, and 
hitting the ground. The two both went 
down again in a heap in the rutted cor- 
ner after the finish line, squabbling for 
12th and 13th. Emig got up mad and 
gave LaRocco a slight nudge. 

“LaRocco took me down the first 
time," Emig said.

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irst Harley, now Ducati. Two 
[2 years after debuting the VT1100C 
Shadow ACE cruiser, aimed at 
carving itself a share of the lucra- 
tive Hog trough complete with 
designed-in vibration and Route 66 
styling, Honda has now turned its atten- 
tion to that irritating little company in 
Italy whose desmo darlings keep 
depriving Honda of the World Super- 
bike crown it's had its eye on regaining 
for the past three years. 

Hence the VTR1000F, aka FireStorm 
in Europe (good excuse to paint it red!), 
launched at the Cologne Show and now 
entering production, whose 90-degree 
V-twin architecture and crankcase- 
mounted swingarm inevitably stamp it 
as following in Ducati's tire tracks - just 
like Honda's surprise Japanese rival for 
sport twin supremacy, Suzuki's TL1000, 
whose deadheat debut has stirred 
Honda management and R&D staff up 
more than just a little. 

In fact, the TL1000 was one of the pri- 
mary motivating factors in the decision 
to advance the VTR1000's world press 
launch by several weeks to just before 
Christmas, on what turned out to be a

fortunately sunny Japanese winter day 
at Honda's Tochigi R&D test track north 
of Tokyo - normally locked up tight, off 
limits from prying journo eyes. 

Except that these are in fact two com- 
pletely distinct motorcycles, aimed at 
very different potential markets, with 
quite disparate performance and charac- 
ter: As far removed from each other as, 
say, the Suzuki GSXR750 is from the 
Honda VFR750. 

Because that's what the VTR really is, 
a V-twin version of Honda's all-time 
greatest V-four all-rounder, the motor- 
cycle that defines the term multipurpose, 
or polycalent in Euro-speak. 

Unlike most other bikes that try to be 


all things to all riders, the VFR750 does 
most of them well, some of them bril- 
liantly and none of them bad. The 
VTR1000 fits the same description. So 
the first thing you learn within a couple 
of laps of the Tochigi so-called “han- 
dling course" is that the VTR isn't a 
balls-out badass twin like the Suzuki or 
916 Ducati, but a real-world roadster 
that happens to have just two cylinders 
and is as easy to ride around tight, 
twisty streets at low rpm as on racer 
road at max revs. 

My mate who gives us the desmo 
wakeup call each day riding his 90055 
Ducati to work past our house - well, 
when it's not off the road waiting for the

spare-parts stagecoach to arrive from 
Bologna - would die for the VTR. 

The bike seems very compact and 
slim (thanks doubtless to those side- 
mounted radiators), and a lot narrower 
than the Suzuki which feels almost as 
bulky and tall as a four-cylinder super- 
bike. The Honda has an extremely 
rational riding position (with not too 
much body weight on the forearms 


- thanks to the highish bars, but just 


enough to load up the front end in 
turns), an amazing steering lock that 
most mopeds can't match, footpegs low 
enough to give space for a 6-footer 
without impeding ground clearance 
(well, once the stupidly long hero tabs 











on the footpegs are removed the fun 
` way), and comes with a well-padded 
seat that you can envisage being comfy 
enough for a mile-eating day in the 
saddle on a weekend trip. ; 
Better be sure you can pack every- 
thing you need for that pair of away 
days (or longer, even) in a tankbag or 
backpack, though: The one major fault 
of the VTR’s quite well-designed body- 
work, which gives good protection at 
speed and looks much better in daylight 
than in photos or on a show stand (in 
Europe, the VT comes in three different 
color schemes but the U.S. version just 
one - red, the exact same tint as the VFR) 





is that there’s nowhere to strap on some 
luggage or even a throwover bag. 

There are tabs to clip a bungee to on 
the exhaust brackets, but really the back 
end of the bike is more of a triumph of 
styling over function that doesn’t entire- 
ly make sense, given that most people 
who'll buy this kind of everyday sport 
tourer - and that’s what the VTR really 
is - will want to strap on some luggage 
someplace, sometime, somehow. VTR 
customers won't only ride the bike on 
Sunday mornings and summer 
evenings, which makes Honda's lack of 


provision for some kind of aftermarket _ 


hard luggage system, or even a soft 
throwover bag, all the more unfortu- 
nate. 

However, that's about the only ball 
they've dropped on this bike, which by 
some way is the best all-around sport 
twin I’ve yet ridden, outpowering the 
907 and TRX, for example, yet matching 
performance with practicality. Just don't 
expect to simply pump up the tires and 
go racing with it, that's all. Remember, 
this is a real-world ride, not a race repli- 
ca - as the business with the hero-tabs 
on the footpegs illustrates. Try to ride it 
like a 916 Ducati, and you'll be disap- 
pointed. Treat it as a real-world roadster 
with the indefinable charm of a 90- 
degree V-twin, and you won't be. 

The engine is about as linear in its 
power delivery as an electric motor, 
with peak power of 110 horsepower 
delivered at 9,000 rpm. While heavier 
than a fuel-injected bike, throttle action 
of the CV carbs is smooth and accept- 
ably light, in spite of the pair of 48mm 
carb slides and all the suction that 
98mm pistons breathing through soup- 
plate 38mm paired intake valves 
inevitably deliver. But twist the wrist 
wide open in top gear at just 2,000 rpm, 
and the V-twin motor accelerates with 
scarcely a hiccup right up to your 
appointment with the soft rev limiter at 
10,300 rpm. There’s a slight roughness 
around 4,000 revs which you feel as 
vibration through the footrests, but it’s 
only for a moment and soon after the 
Honda starts storming toward the red- 
line. 

The only downside about this is that 
four grand on the very legible neo-Veg- 
lia white-faced tachometer equates to

just over 60 mph in top gear on the road, 
and since that's a favorite revenue-earn- 
ing speed limit for traffic cops around 
the world, it's actually likely to cause 
some inconvenience coupled with pecu- 
niary loss; that is, if you don't yank it 
down a gear for cruising at that speed, 
and treat top on the six-speed gearbox as 
an overdrive, which with just 600 rpm 
between it and fifth, it essentially is. 

In fact, the six-speed gearbox is as 
unnecessary on the VTR-F as it is on 
most big-bore sport twins - five would 
do just as well thanks to that mile-wide 
powerband and flat mega-torque curve. 
But changing gears is a real pleasure, 
with a precise, quick change that is typi- 
cally Honda and invites clutchless 
upward shifts, and a light clutch action 





for downward. The light, precise clutch 
makes in-town work especially easy and 
it's light years removed from anything 
made in Bologna. 

I've ridden just a few 90-degree V- 
twins in my time, which makes it all the 
more inexcusable that I of all people 
should have been caught out by the 
Honda's lazy-sounding engine note, 
which is a bit overmuffled to make sure 
it keeps the sound-gestapo happy all 
over the world - nothing that a pair of 
carbon-canned Termignonis won't fix, 
though. Guess what should be on top of 
every Storm trooper's want list after the 
fitted luggage! But the lazy, quiet, off- 
beat lilt of the 90-degree V-engine note 
is deceptively unexciting, and doesn't 
really tell you that this bike is surely 









motoring, until you happen to sneak a 
look at the rather less-legible speedo. 

What felt like 75 mph on the clock 
actually turned out to be 95 - that screen 
really does give good protection - and 
flat out on the banked Tochigi test oval 
equated to an indicated 154 mph on 
nine grand. 

This may be a jack-of-all-trades all- 
rounder, but it's also a bloody fast one. 
VTR1000 project leader Naoyuki Saito 
isn't averse to the suggestion that 
Honda started out aiming at the Ducati 
90055 level of sport twin, but raised its 
sights when the VTR1000 started deliv- 
ering 916-level performance, though he 
says he prefers Honda's objective to be 
stamped as aimed at creating a new 
type of twin-cylinder sports package 
that combines Japanese quality and 
practicality with the brio of a European 
bike. 

I'd say they succeeded. Because the 
one thing that comes over you when 
you ride the Honda is a sense of every- 
thing fitting together in a quality pack- 
age. This doesn't have the bland feel of a 
mass-production model, nor does it pre- 
sent the flawed idiosyncrasies of life 
aboard la moto italiana, where success is 
usually measured by how much the 
high points make up for the low ones. 
The best way I can define this is by 


saying that the VTR1000 feels like the 


sort of twin I imagine Triumph would 
(will?) make, complete with practicality, 
character, quality and robustness. It’s 
not as sharp-steering or as nimble as 
you might hope for around tighter turns 
- street bike rather than sportbike, in fact 
- but that’s surely a function of the rela- 
tively conservative steering geometry 
and fairly long wheelbase: 56.3 inches is 
quite rangy for a sportbike stride. 

The payoff of this longish wheelbase 
comes when you hit a series of bumps 
cranked over at 100-mph-plus around 
the Tochigi banking apron, which fea- 
tures a host of different types of broken 
road surfaces for you to play on. The 
VTR1000 shrugs these off with scorn. 
Ride quality is not only excellent, but 
the bike is also very stable at high 
speeds even when you hit ripples or 
ridges cranked over: good Isle of Man 
bike! 

Low-speed damping was initially 
less assured, but that’s because the stan- 
dard settings on the 41mm cartridge 
forks are somewhat soft, and without 
any compression-damping adjustment 
at either end - presumably on grounds 
of cost - you have to work on the fork 
preload and crank it up a couple of 
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Син Storm dm a teacup? 


UNLIKE SUZUKI, HONDA HAS TRODDEN THE V-TWIN SPORT- 
bike trail before - most notably with the eight-valve 
RS750 dirt-tracker which in RS850 road racing guise was 
enough of a Ducati-beater to allow Randy Renfrow to 
defeat the otto valvole 888 desmos and win the American 
BoTT title a little over half a decade ago. 

There was some pressure on Honda back then to 
make a liquid-cooled street version of the 45-degree V- 
twin dirt devil, but that was never a realistic option. 
Instead, they delivered the six-valve 650 Bros sports 
twin, which went on to become a cult bike in Japan, even 
if those of us in Europe only ever knew its bland com- 
muter cousin, the Revere, based on the same 52-degree 
V-twin motor which many tuners in Japan punched out 
to 800cc-plus with the aid of, er, Cagiva Elefant pistons. 

However, these projects had set the ball rolling, and 
now Honda has (re-?)discovered the sporting V-twin, 
with the coming to the marketplace of a project that's 
been a long time brewing: since 1986, in fact - the first 
time Honda R&D started looking at making a world- 
model V-twin sport bike. 

But it wasn't until five years ago that Honda began 
thinking seriously about the project, asking its American 
and European affiliates to research the ` 
market and construct a pair of proto- 
types each, which ended up being built 
to rather different parameters. Honda 
America wanted a 90055 Ducati-type 
sportbike (and the U.S.-built prototype 
pictured with the VTR1000 shows how 
cobby that might have been), but the 
Europeans wanted a less hard-edged 
Paso/907-type all-rounder. 

The fact that, after each side went to 
bat with Honda's boss of product plan- 
ning, Kiyoshi Nagashima, 6,000 of the 
10,000 VTR1000s scheduled for produc- 
tion in the bike's ‘97 debut year will go 
to Europe, against just 2,000 to the USA, 
underlines who won the argument after 
the go-ahead for the all-new VTR motor 
was given exactly three years ago. 

However, it’s probable that the time 
lost in discussion allowed Suzuki to 
catch up and latch on to the same idea: 
Try to build a better Ducati at more 
affordable cost, to Japanese standards of 
quality control and reliability, incorpo- 
rating the potential for customer or factory tuning to a 
variety of levels up to and including superbike racing. 
The VTR1000F now entering production is the first step 
along a path of ongoing V-twin development, represent- 
ing a separate strand from Honda's VFR/CBR four- 
cylinder design modules. 

Honda top management admits privately this is only 
the start. Just as Ducati's 90055 motor powers the Mon- 
ster cruiser, Elefant trail, Grand Canyon street rod and 
ST2 sport touring spinoffs, so could there be several dif- 
ferent versions of the VTR concept in the future, of 
which the VTR1000F represents just the kickoff. 

So rather than the fuel-injected R-bike contender for 
superbike supremacy that many foretold (that'll come a 
year from now, together with a race kit for the carburet- 
ed F-bike: A prototype VTR racer has already been cap- 
tured on film testing at Suzuka by Riders Club maga- 
zine) the VTRI1000F is instead a baseline model for 
real-world riding, aimed at the Ducati 90055 market in 
terms of price, offering the performance of the 916 Bipos- 
to, but wrapped up in an all-rounder package all its own. 

That performance comes in spite of the relatively 
humble 9.4:1 compression ratio and 48mm slanted flat- 
slide CV-type Keihin carbs; these are nevertheless by 
some way the largest carburetors ever fitted to a Honda 
motorcycle - or probably anything else, for that matter. 

The 90-degree V-twin engine does have the same 98 x 
66mm bore and stroke as not only the Suzuki TL1000, 
but also Troy Corser's 1996 world champion Ducati 996, 
now homologated for the street in the guise of the 916 
SPS launched alongside its Japanese imitators/rivals 
(you choose) at Cologne. Honda says these dimensions 
were arrived at as part of their objective to deliver "a 
strong, wide band of high-torque power, reaching all the 
way to a high-revving peak, yet with little or no annoy- 
ing vibrations." 

Well, they would say that, wouldn't they? The 90- 


degree format with its perfect primary balance chose 
itself, if they wanted to avoid either the power-sapping 
balance shafts needed to iron out the vibes in a narrow- 
angle V-twin, or the unproven reliability at high revs of 
offset crankpins to achieve the same effect. And the bore 
and stroke ratio? - well, the World Superbike points table 
says it all! 

However, where even Ducati's Massimo Bordi admits 
Honda has taken a step forward is in the design of the 
VTR1000's crankcase, which unlike its rival vee-90s is 
horizontally split, with the cylinders cast integrally with 
the upper half to provide a very stiff structure. This idea 
isn't new - the 60-degree V-twin Harley VR1000 Super- 
bike has had it all through its drawn-out development 
cycle - but it is the first time this feature has made it to 
the street on a V-twin. 

The whole Honda engine is designed to be an inte- 
gral, fully load-bearing part of the chassis, in turn reduc- 
ing weight and bulk - hence the copious ribbing on all 
the castings for extra strength, especially around the 
chassis pickup points. In addition, the Honda takes a leaf 
out of Ducati's book by pivoting the composite extrud- 
ed /cast alloy swingarm in the crankcases - not only, says 
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Despite being heavily ribbed for stiffness, the VTR's 90- 
degree V-twin's dry weight is comparable to a Ducati's. 





Honda R&D boss Takashi Shinozaki, for the indefinable 
difference in feel obtained, but to further underline the 
engine's role as a stressed chassis member, allowing the 
so-called ^pivotless" twin-spar alloy frame to be lighter 
and more compact than otherwise, weighing just 15.4 
pounds. 

The steering head and rear chassis section are both 
alloy castings, linked together by extrusions with dual- 
box internal stiffening. The rear casting provides a solid 
mounting point for the top end of the Showa rear shock 
with its ProLink progressive linkage. Both the VTR's 
conventional cartridge-type 41mm fork and the rear 
shock are only adjustable for preload and rebound 
damping, though - neither of them for compression. 
Remember this is the Stage One ground-zero model, on 
which cost is a factor. ‘i 

Back to the engine, which is the heart of the matter on 
the VTR, even more so than usual for Honda. There's a 
lot of nice stuff inside here which points the way ahead 
for future R&D. Like the lightweight, ultra-slipper three- 
ring pistons connected to the plain-bearing, single-pin 
crank by so-called “nutless” side-by-side rods, whose 
big-end bolts screw directly into the boss of the connect- 
ing rod without resorting to the usual locking nuts. This 
saves 40 grams per rod, all part of an overall weight-par- 
ing strategy which sees the VTR motor weigh in at 150 
pounds dry (less carbs), compared to a 916 Ducati 
motor's 156 pounds, while claimed dry weight of the 
complete half-faired VTR1000F is 422 pounds. 

The DOHC four-valve cylinder heads with direct 
chain-driven camshafts - no Rumi-type intermediate 
gears, like on the Suzuki - have the largest valves ever 
fitted on a Honda, 38mm inlets and 34mm exhausts 
operated by shimmed bucket rockers, and are rotated 


180 degrees to each other. This design has the double 
benefit of keeping costs down by the use of identical 
castings for the front and rear cylinders, and having the 
two carburetors facing each other other so that they can 
breathe through a common eight-liter airbox. Inherent to 
this design is the fact that there is a cam chain on either 
side of the engine, the front cylinder's on the left, the 
rear's on the right. 

The digital ignition incorporates throttle-position and 
engine-rpm sensors to electronically vary the advance 
curve, with a 10,300 rpm rev limiter - some way above 
the 9,000-rpm power peak at which a claimed 107 horse- 
power is produced - probably translating to about 92-94 
bhp at the rear wheel. A six-speed gearbox with quite 
closely matched top five ratios and hefty 10-plate 
hydraulic clutch take care of putting this to the road, 
while the hefty peak torque of 70.9 foot-pounds in unre- 
stricted 110-horsepower guise is delivered at 7,000 revs. 

Proof that Honda was aiming at a torquey, ridable 
engine package for this F-model comes in a comparison 
of the torque figures for the 100-horsepower versions of 
the Honda and Suzuki once the TL1000's horsepower 
advantage is wiped out. The French/German-market 
100-horsepower models deliver 69.4 
foot-pounds for the Honda, against 66.3 
for the Suzuki: The VTRI1000F is 
designed for everyday sports riding, 
rather than racer road. 

One of the nicest tricks on the VTR - 
and a key factor in capitalizing on the 
inherent slim build of the V-twin motor - 
is the cooling system. Instead of a single 
wide radiator spread across the front of 
the engine, which fuels a vicious circle 
by directing hot air out the back onto the 
engine cylinders, in turn increasing cool- 
ing requirements, Honda has fitted twin, 
side-mounted radiators on the VTR1000, 
with just a tiny, twin-row oil cooler 
spread crossways between them. 

Not only does this greatly reduce the 
risk of stone damage or part-blockage by 
bugs, it also eliminates the radiator as a 
factor in determining engine location or 
wheelbase, since there's no restriction on 
front-wheel clearance due to fork deflec- 
tion under heavy braking. 

Following a principle first seen on the 
oval-piston NR500 GP racer, and the later Saxon Tri- 
umph's rear-mounted radiator, the VTR's twin side- 
mounted rads work thanks to the low-pressure zones 
created at speed by the air flowing across the external 
radiator ducts, which literally pulls the air through the 
rads from the higher-pressure pocket behind the front 
wheel, thus cooling them. 

The design of the fairing curvature is crucial to this, 
but there's a single fan on the inside of the right-hand 
radiator to blow air through it in heavy traffic or on a hot 
day. Stuff like the cooling system and crankcase design 
show Honda invested some original thought in penning 
the VTR1000F, rather than simply cloning a desmoquattro: 
They just had some, er, inspiration to fuel their ideas, 
wafting its way to Japan from Bologna, via the U.S. of A. 

But now Honda's engineers are surely working on 
Stage Two and beyond, the pace of its efforts undoubted- 
ly stepped up in response to the appearance of the 
TL1000 Suzuki. Market forces will determine the com- 
mercial success of these two very different approaches to 
the large-capacity sport twin concept. But in the realm of 
absolute performance, the crucial question both Japanese 
marques have still to answer is a simple one: Can they 
succeed where Harley-Davidson and Aprilia have so far 
failed and deliver consistent Ducati-matching horsepow- 
er and ridability to a superbike race version of their new 
V-twins, without a system of positive valve control which 
will allow them to go for more power at higher revs? 

Marketing constraints prevent Honda from adopting 
Ducati's mechanical desmo package on a motorcycle - 
and Shibazaki says in any case that "desmo is too com- 
plicated, and doesn't have such a nice throttle response 
or engine behavior under braking." Will we therefore see 
the VTR adopt the pneumatic valve control now com- 
monplace on Formula One car engines, in order to duff 
up the Dukes? And, if not, will the VTR1000 be a Storm 
in a teacup, superbike-wise? Jury's out... 


turns. Then the suspension stops bot- 
toming out and chattering the front tire 
in slower bends (especially any with a 
dip in the apex which compresses the 
fork) without sacrificing high-speed 
damping. 

There’s quite a lot of fork deflection 
under heavy braking, though, especially 
once you’ve wound off some of the 
excessive dive by upping the preload. 
The forks really cry out for compression 
adjustment, though - or better still make 
a set of upside-downies number three 
on the Storm trooper’s hit list. 

You wouldn’t want to swap the 
brakes for anything else, though - and 
especially not a set of supposedly more 
street-cred Brembos, which now that the 
Italians have stopped making cast-iron 
discs on grounds of aesthetics (did peo- 
ple really object because they rusted up a 
little after riding in the rain?) don’t have 
the bite in stainless-steel guise offered 
by the new-generation Japanese stop- 
pers. 

The VTR’s 296mm Nissins use 
CBR600 carriers fitted with a thicker 
version of the CBR900RR’s discs, 
matched to a four-pot caliper based on 
the RC45 road bike’s and a new master 
cylinder. Even without costly steel brake 
lines, the VTR brakes really, really well, 
with quite a lot of initial bite allied with 
sensitivity, and no fade even after 
repeated hard stops from three-figure 
speeds - even without the extra help of 
the engine braking delivered by the 
lusty V-twin motor. 

Good package. As is the whole bike - 
but in spite of that, Honda has a prob- 
lem here, and its marketing people 
around the world know it: How do they 
redress the preconceived idea that many 
potential customers for Japanese twins 
surely have surmised that the Honda 
isn't as good as the same-priced Suzuki, 
because it’s not as powerful, isn’t fuel- 
injected and doesn’t have such a high 
level of spec? Hmmm. 

Like they say in greed-is-good coun- 
try on Wall Street or in the City of Lon- 
don, that’s an opportunity, not a prob- 
lem. What Honda needs to do is to 
underline the true all-around nature of 
the VTR1000 by getting as many people 
to sample the bike as they possibly can, 
via ride days, dealer demos, track try- 
outs, whatever. That way, potential cus- 
tomers can appreciate that the 
VTR1000F really is a unique all-around 
package, perhaps better suited to every- 
day, real-world road use than its rivals, 
without their getting fazed by dyno fig- 
ures. 

But in the meantime Honda isn’t too 
worried. With only 10,000 VTRs slated 
for production for the 1997 model year 
(versus 8,000 TL1000 Suzukis) and 
orders for 15,000 bikes already received 
from around the world, the F-version is 
already an assured success in its debut 
year. And looking ahead, Honda’s R&D 
engineers and those nice folks at HRC 
have already moved development up a 
notch, aimed at asserting Honda’s sport 
twin supremacy with the introduction at 
the Paris Show «t year of the eagerly 
awaited VTR1000R supersport version 
with power-up engine package and 
uprated chassis - matched by a steeper 
price tag. 

This will be a very different plate of 
spaghetti from the present all-rounder 
plate of Japanese noodles - but with the 
RR version of Suzuki's TL1000 debuting 
at Paris as well, and the all-new Ducati 
900SS supposedly making its appear- 
ance a week beforehand at Milan, the 
twin-cylinder performance battle will 
truly be joined a year from now. This is 
just the opening skirmish. Enjoy. €N

entering production, is a bold throw of 

the dice by Triumph owner John Bloor 
and his team. 

After bringing back Britain's most 
famous motorcycle marque from the 
dead six years ago, Bloor had two 
options. Either he could progressively 





update the modular design concept, a 
worthy but unadventurous engineering 
philosophy that has provided the foun- 
dations for Triumph's steady growth 
since then (up to its current. 15,000-unit 
annual production), or he could raise 
the stakes by building a heads-up 
hyperbike that told the world that Tri- 
umph was to be taken seriously - even if 
that meant going head-to-head with the 
Japanese companies that have stayed 
largely out of Triumph's sights until 
now. Launching the new T595 Daytona 
as a specific competitor to the chart-top- 
ping Honda CBR900RR and World 
Superbike Champion Ducati 916, tells us 





what he decided: Compete and be 
damned! 

It's a risky strategy. If the new Day- 
tona were to succeed it would move Tri- 
umph at a stroke into the first rank of 
world marques, transforming the com- 
pany's somewhat staid image as pur- 
veyors of solid, reliable, but conserva- 
tively engineered motorcycles. But if it 
were to fail in its chosen objectives, a 
Daytona debacle would prove that Tri- 
umph doesn't have what it takes to 
compete at the highest level on the 
world stage. 

Don't underestimate how big of a roll 
of the dice this bike represents for a 
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company just six years old in terms of 
volume production, and a relative min- 
now even by the standards of Ducati in 
a bad year. It's a bit much to even think 
of taking on Japan Inc. and Bella Italia 
with the T595 - but John Bloor didn’t 
become a self-made tycoon, rich enough 
to finance every penny of Triumph’s 
corporate comeback out of his own 
pocket, without being prepared to take 
risks with a product he had confidence 
in. 
Well, there’s no doubt the gamble 
has paid off. 

A weekend of thrashing some of the 
first T595 Daytonas off the Hinckley 


production line around some of South- 
ern Spain’s demanding Cartagena race 
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track, followed by a long, hard ride into 
the Murcian hills in perfect weather, 
delivered a verdict that will worry Tri- 
umph's rivals and please potential rid- 
ers - including the 1300 customers in 
Britain, for example, who paid up front 
for their Daytonas without ever riding 
or, in some cases, seeing one. The last 
bike (still!) to have this effect was the 
Ducati 916 - good company to be in? 
Yes, indeed. Even trying to be still 
more hyper-objective than usual - to 
stop that Union Jack on the side of my 
helmet from flapping too hard - there is 
no doubt at all that the T595 Daytona is 
a very good bike indeed in comparison 
with anything else on the market today. 
And at $10,695 vs. $9899 for a carburet- 
ed Honda CBR900 (and a whopping 
$15,900 for even the single-injector 
Ducati 916, let alone the much costlier 
twin-injector 916SP), it's also something 
of a bargain. For what will by definition 
be a relatively limited-production pres- 
tige model (Bloor has gone on record 
that he plans to top out Triumph's 
annual production at 25,000, even after 
the company's new factory comes on 
line in a few years), the T595 is a lot of 
motorcycle for the money. Practically a 
bargain. 

The Daytona's one of those bikes you 
instantly feel at home on. It has a ratio- 
nal riding position that places the foot- 
pegs and well-padded, comfy seat in the 
right position relative to the bars, to 
deliver a sporting stance that puts just 
enough of your body weight onto the 
quite wide-spread handlebars to load 
up the front wheel - without being tir- 
ing. 

Whether tucked down flat on the 
tank on the race track or freeway (where 
the windscreen gives pretty good pro- 
tection), or sitting upright for real-world 
riding, the T595 feels good - though it 
would have been nice to have deeper 
cutouts in the rear of the fuel tank to let 
you tuck your knees in better. Now it 
puts them splayed out, similar to the 
CBR900 rather than tucked in like a 916. 
The footpegs in particular are really 
well positioned, and it's only when 
you're right on the edge of the rear 
190/50 Bridgestone that you'll end up 
scraping any boot leather. Ground clear- 
ance is exceptional at the angles of lean 
that such wide, grippy tires as the BT56 

















dual-compound Bridgies will deliver - 
and only the lower right side of the fair- 
ing grounded out early, even under nor- 
mal road conditions. There’s nothing 
behind it to stop them tucking it in 
properly, so they should. 

Okay, beam me up, Scotty - except, 
just as on every 21st century machine, 
there’s an established procedure for get- 
ting Starship Daytona into orbit. Which 
is, switch on ignition, pull in clutch 
lever (very important, even if it’s 
already in neutral), use zero throttle, 
press button - and fire! Failure to 
observe any of these steps will impact 
negatively on your launch procedure - 
ie. it won't start. Nor will it if both a 
gear is-engaged and the sidestand is 
down. Okay, okay - grandma-biking 








maybe, but at least you won't ride off 
with the stand down. 

And when it starts, boy is it worth 
waiting for. The built-in choke program 
on the Sagem EFI's fuel map mans the 
T595 settles down to a fast 3000 rpm idle 
until it's reached operating temperature. 
And at that speed there's already a 
healthy little burble from the optional 
carbon-wrap silencer fitted to the bikes 
we were track testing with. 

Throttle action is precise, if not quite 
as light as on other fuel-injection pack- 
ages - but then, of course, there are three 
throttle bodies. As soon as you give it 
some gas to move off the mark, the bur- 
ble changes beat and begins to boom. 
There's no question - the Daytona is one 
of the best-sounding bikes on the street 
today. It's as distinctive as a Ducati, as 
soulful as a single. Its muted howl sets 
your skin tingling as you catch yourself 
revving it just a little higher, changing 
gear is just a little later than strictly nec- 
essary - simply to overdose on that 
musical noise. Just wait until someone 
races one with a tuned exhaust... 

Back off the clouds, and crunch time 
for the Triumph. What's it really like to 
ride hard and fast? 

Engine first - it’s a gem. It pulls 
cleanly away in top gear from as low as 
2400 rpm without a glitch, takes full gas 
from 3000 up - but then hits an irritating 
flat spot right at 5000 revs that only 
clears up just over 1200 rpm later. 
Unfortunately, this is deliberate - it's 
designed in to help beat European noise 
laws, and almost every big-bore Japan- 
ese bike suffers from the same problem. 
Blame Brussels. The Italians? They have 
their own techniques - say no more? 

But all this does on the Triumph is 
encourage you to use the gearbox to 
keep the revs up - i.e., ride it like a prop- 
er sportbike instead of burbling along at 
80 mph in top gear right in the middle of 
the flat spot. Well, you did choose the

Daytona hyperbike, not the Trophy tour- 
er, didn't you? When ridden like that, 
the payoff is intense. As soon as you hit 
the 6500-rpm power threshold, the Day- 
tona motor takes off in a big way. 
There's simply no comparison with the 
old T300 Triumph engine, which even in 
tuned, racing form on the Saxon Tri- 
umph there was a real struggle to per- 
suade it to run into five-figure mode. 

The T595 is a different breed - and 
generation - of triple. Power starts to 
build strongly but very smoothly from 
seven grand upward - and then the tach 
needle suddenly scoots around: the dial 
toward the redline as the combination of 
EFI/EMS mapping, valve timing and, 
above all, the much-reduced inertia 
inside the engine jointly deliver a pass- 
able imitation of a four-cylinder super- 
bike. But this is a three-cylinder street 
bike. 

The Triumph's performance at high 
rpm is truly exceptional. It's got the 
grunt of a V-twin, but the appetite for 
revs of a four - truly the best of both 
worlds. It doesn't even start to tingle as 
the revs mount, though the engine's 
unique feel wouldn't let you believe you 
were riding anything but a triple. It also 
doesn't run out of breath up high. The 
power peaks at 10,200 rpm, but it keeps 
right on pulling until the soft rev-limiter 
cuts out one cylinder at 11,500 rpm, giv- 
ing you a 5000 rpm performance power- 
band that makes the sixth speed in the 
gearbox almost redundant. 

The gearbox is, however, the only 
real disappointment in the whole Day- 
їопа package. I rode five different bikes 
at the launch and all had the same stiff- 
action gearshift that leaves a bruise on 
your toe after a hard day's ride. That's 
quite different from the slowness of the 
shift action, and the fact that you 
absolutely cannot upshift without the 
clutch - well, not if you want the gear to 
engage more than 50 percent of the time. 








The gearbox has always been the 
only truly weak point of the Triumph 
range since 1990, but whereas before it 
could be justified by saying it was over- 
engineered for reliability and robustness 
on models that were not leading-edge 
sportbikes, there are no more excuses 
with the Daytona's new cluster some 30 
percent lighter than before. It's not so 


































bad that it spoils the bike, but it is a 
problem that needs to be addressed. The 
Honda VTR1000s I rode in Japan recent- 
ly had equally low mileages, but much 
crisper, smoother gear shifts. The clutch 
action on the Triumph is okay - much 
less stiff than any Ducati - but it’s a pity 
the clutch lever isn't adjustable like the 


. front brake. 


Development history: 





Turn of the page 


umor has it that the bike which inspired Triumph to create the new T595 Day- 
R tona's chassis package the way it is, is an unexpected one. In November of 

1993, having decided in July of that year to start work on radical new models 
aimed at the hypersports and streetfighter classes, John Bloor went to the Birming- 
ham Show in England and eyed the Over OV15A EuroTwin, with its ground-break- 
ing styling and, yes, trademark oval-tube chassis. 

According to factory insiders, Bloor was so impressed with the Yamaha-powered 
Over it became the benchmark for Triumph's new-generation motorcycles. Ironical- 
ly, Kensei Sato, the boss of Over and a big Triumph fan himself (he races his own 
Miles Trident F750 classic racer in Japanese vintage races) had asked to purchase a 
new Daytona 900 motor to enable him to build an Over-Triumph - and was turned 
down. Maybe the fear that a future Triumph sportbike with a similar chassis format 
might be viewed as just a spinoff from a Japanese special is the reason - but in any 
case, there's little doubt from looking at the new 1595 / 7509 chassis package where 
Triumph got its inspiration. Ditto for the new alloy-framed Suzuki TL1000, a bike 
which also has heavy Over influences in styling - something the Triumph at least 


does not. 


Here's a look at the development of the new T500 family of British triples: 

July 1993 - Triumph decides to undertake a major project to design, develop and 
produce two new sportbikes to replace the existing 900 Daytona and Speed 
Triple models. Code name for the project is assigned: T500 (sorry, Suzuki). 

August 1993 - Harris builds the first prototype tubular-steel rolling chassis to Tri- 
umph specs, around an existing 900cc three-cylinder engine, in order to ana- 


lyze geometry and frame stresses. 


November 1993 - First tests of the prototype bike. 

March 1994-- Designer John Mockett and his team, led by former 125сс Grand 
Prix racer Rod Scyvyer, start work on the styling of the bike. 

July 1994 - First styling sketches are presented, and work started on the first 3-D 


clay model. 


December 1994 - Chassis and engine in-house design work begins at Triumph's 


Hinckley factory. 


March 1995 - Mockett and his team complete their work and present the final 


styling model. 


August 1995 - Triumph's own prototype rolling chassis, with aluminum frame 
and single-sided swingarm, is completed, and used in tests to prove the chas- 
sis geometry selected. This prototype proves successful. Triumph engineers 
are able to reduce the head angle by 1.5 degrees compared to the original Har- 
ris-built chassis, and the trail by 15mm. The first prototype of the new engine 
is also completed, and tested in this frame. · 

September 1995 - Prototype bikes are taken to the Bridgestone tire-proving facili- 
ty in Arizona for testing under a variety of conditions, including the use of a 


high-speed, banked oval. 


October 1996 - T595 Daytona and T509 Speed Triple are launched at the IFMA 
Cologne Show, exactly six years after the reborn Triumph marque made its 
public debut at the same show. A page is turned in the history of the British 
company with the arrival of its leading-edge new models for the next millen- 


nium. 
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FIRST RIDE 








Once set up properly - and above all 
with correct tire pressures - the handling 
of the Triumph chassis is beyond 
reproach, again steering (ouch!) a per- 
fect course between the Honda and 
Ducati. It’s not as twitchy as the Honda, 
even in its latest form, but it’s easier 
steering than the 916 is in the more 
kicked-out of its optional head-angle 
configurations. If you pull the Ducati 
steering angle back to 24 degrees from 
25, it turns about the same as the Tri- 
umph, but now the British bike is more 
stable around fast-sweeping turns 
where it’s always better than the Honda. 

The Daytona is perfectly neutral on 
turn-in - it doesn’t want to tuck the 
wheel under and fall into the apex on a 
hairpin, but nor does it take a lot of 
effort to flick it from side to side in the 





quick Cartegena chicane. The fact that - 
unlike the Ducati - there’s no steering 
damper underlines how right the geom- 
etry is. Incidentally, a truly exceptional 
steering lock makes turning the Daytona 
around in a crowded street a cinch. 

Yet on faster turns the Triumph feels 
totally planted. Once you’ve chosen 
your line, it sticks to it on full, zero, or 
part throttle. There’s no power under- 
steer, no pushing the front wheel, no 
flapping the bars in your hands. Just 
choose your spot and aim for it - the Tri- 
umph will get you there. The strange 
thing is that the Showa suspension set- 
tings both front and rear are distinctly 
on the soft side for a sportbike, yet they 
deliver ride quality out on the street 
without sacrificing handling on the 
track. Once again, the best of both 














worlds. Just be ready to add a little com- 
pression damping to the fork to stop it 
from bottoming out under really heavy 
braking. 

After being less than impressed with 
the Nissin brakes fitted to previous Tri- 
umphs, I was ready to be sniffy about 
the fact that the T595 still opted for the 
Japanese brakes when Britain has truly 
outstanding stopper specialists just up 
the road from Hinckley - PFM for cast- 
iron discs and Alcon for six-piston 
calipers (as used on the Super III). But 
the Nissins are magic. They deliver a 
degree of bite allied with sensitivity I 
thought impossible from stainless-steel 
discs and four-piston. calipers - and 
which is some way better than anything 
Brembo has delivered since they gave 
up making cast-iron rotors. 





The main keys to the improvements 
are apparently the trick sintered-com- 
pound pad material that Nissin has 
developed, allied to Triumph’s own 
stainless-steel brake hose, and a 16mm 
master cylinder. The result: class-lead- 
ing braking performance - though the 
jury's still out on wet-weather perfor- 
mance until the rain in Spain stops stay- 
ing in the plain... 

But my first few laps on the T595 
delivered a very spongy, unstable feel to 
the front end while hard on the brakes - 
not at all what I was expecting. A quick 
check of the tire pressures showed that 
they were way, too hard. For some rea- 
son, the owners manual specifies 36 psi 
for the front BT56 and 42 for the rear - 
far harder than I’m used to even pump- : 
ing up the very same tires when I race

T: heart of any motorcycle is its engine, but more 








so than usual, the all-new T500-series three-cylin- 

der motor was the key to development of the next- 

generation Triumph T595 Daytona and T509 Speed 
Triple street bikes. 

Triumph was well aware of the drawbacks of its exist- 


ing engine, developed back in the 1980s with engineer- . 


ing consultants Ricardo - they were both bulky and over- 
weight when compared to the modern four-cylinder 
Japanese opposition. This meant that any bike fitted 
with this engine was bound to be heavier, bigger and 
consequently less nimble than it should be - this was less 
of a problem for a Trophy touring bike, but bad news for 
the Daytona sportbike. Its replacement needed to go on 
a crash diet - especially if Triumph was to successfully 
target its nominated Honda CBR900 and Ducati 916 
competition. 

So while retaining the trademark 12-valve DOHC in- 
line triple format that Triumph of late has made its own 
(well, until the new Laverda Jota arrives in a few years), 
the factory engine team has produced an all-new design 
which shares only the connecting rods with the previous 
T300 version that will continue in production for several 
more years - and even they are now shot-peened for the 
first time. 

Everything else is brand-new, allowing external 
engine dimensions to be shortened by 55mm in length 
and 50mm in height. This more-compact design helps 
deliver a 50mm shorter wheelbase, as well as a massive 
26.4-pound weight reduction in the engine alone. 

To achieve its target power output of 130 PS (128 bhp) 
at 10,700 rpm for the T595 Daytona (the CBR900 puts out 
126 bhp at 10,500 rpm, in case you were wondering 
where they knew to put the goalposts), Triumph was 
forced to increase the bore size by 3mm to 79mm on the 
T595 (the T509 stays as before) while retaining the same 
65mm stroke its had since the debut of the born-again 
Bloor bikes in 1990. 

The resultant 955cc capacity took the Daytona outside 
the World Superbike cutoff of 900сс for three-cylinder 
bikes, but John Bloor is more interested in hunting for 
sales on the showroom floor than in putting trophies on 
the mantle - and beating the CBR900 in performance as 
well as in оос was at the top of his list. But that’s 
not to say that Triumph won't produce a downsized SP 
version of the bike in a few years - one that will be eligi- 
ble for World Superbike racing. 

Having delivered a more-compact basic engine 
design, the next step was to source a range of light- 
weight internals aimed at both slashing overall weight 
and reducing inertia. There isn’t a single part which 
hasn't been studied with that in mind, beginning with 
the crankcases themselves. These are far thinner and 
lighter, yet stronger than before, thanks to the use of 
leading-edge materials and innovative casting tech- 
niques. 

Another crucial factor in saving width as well as 
weight is the way the 11.2:1 forged pistons (versus 10.6:1 
on the old Daytona triple) no longer run in iron liners. 
Instead, Triumph has followed Suzuki's avant-garde 


fewer pounds 


lead with the GSXR750/600 and now use electrostatic 
plating in the bores of the aluminum cylinder block - 
now the specially-coated pistons can run directly in them 
with reduced drag. 

The pistons are also semi-forged, and have a new pis- 
ton-ring pack with a 20 percent reduction in ring width

to improve control at high speed, as well as to reduce 
friction. 

Other key factors in that 26-pound weight savings are 
a smaller crankshaft and correspondingly lighter single 
balance shaft, located directly in front of and gear-driven 
off it; and the redesigned six-speed gearbox (each gear 
pinion is now 30 percent narrower) and clutch. 

Among the many detail changes are the cast-magne- 
sium clutch, camshaft and breather covers; and an addi- 
tional 11 pounds has been saved by the use of a Motad- 


developed thin-wall, stainless-steel, three-into-one 
exhaust system - now with just a single silencer for the 
first time on a modern Triumph. A beautifully cast stain- 
less-steel manifold blends the trio of exhaust headers . 
into the single main pipe, delivering a smooth, stepless 
flow which offers minimal resistance to escaping gas. 

That idea emanates from the world of race car engi- 
neering, and specifically from the Formula One world in 
which the company that collaborated with Triumph in 
developing the cylinder head of the new three-cylinder 
engine cut its teeth - former World Champions and Indy 
500 winners, Lotus Engineering. А separate branch of 
the historic car marque at one time owned by General 
Mgtors (after founder Colin Chapman's death), Lotus 
has a world-class reputation and some very clever engi- 
neers working for them - none more so than former 
works John Player Norton and AJS/Matchless Grand 
Prix racer Peter Williams, who joined Lotus some 18 
months ago from performance engine giant Cosworth. 
The irony of Triumph's greatest racing rival in British 
F750 racing a quarter of a century ago now working on 
the Triumph engine for the next millennium will not be 
lost on John Bloor's older customers, but whether he did 
or not (and nobody's telling), the fact is that Lotus’ influ- 
ence has been a critical factor in delivering such impres- 
sive performance to the new bike. \ 

Like the rest of the engine, the cylinder head is com- 
pletely new - although it does use the same valve angle 
as before, but with bigger valves to optimize breathing: 
32.5mm inlets (vs. the 30mm of old) and 28mm exhausts 
(26mm before), operated by twin-overhead camshafts 
chain driven as before up the right side of the engine, 
but with extra duration on the inlet and more lift. 

Lotus redesigned the cylinder-head porting and com- 
bustion chambers to achieve F-1 type coefficients, 
according to Triumph. The Sagem fuel-injection (see 
sidebar) package’s 42mm throttle bodies replace the 
36mm flat-slide CV carbs used on the old engine, with 
their extra ducts tapering to a crude ellipse still 42mm 
across but now 34mm tall - to improve mixture velocity. 
The flow-efficient shape of the internal bore in the throt- 
tle body blends smoothly with the intake ports, and is a 
critical factor in performance, the Triumph R&D engine 
staff says. 

Finally, Triumph now has a sealed airbox properly 
developed for performance as much as noise-saving, 
ram-fed with cool air via the ducts beneath the head- 
lights. 

The bottom line? Well, Triumph has achieved its 
objective of matching the CBR900 - on paper, at least. 
Actually, it did slightly better than meet its target, for in 
T595 Daytona form the new engine delivers 130 PS (128 
bhp) at just 10,200 rpm - measured at the gearbox 
sprocket. This is at lower revs than the target figure, yet 
with the engine still safe to the 11,500 rpm rev-limiter. 
More to the point, perhaps - Triumph did it without sac- 
rificing the triple's famed torque: 73.8 ft.-Ibs. at 8500 rpm, 
comfortably outpunching the big Honda and even the 
916 Ducati.

ble reason (until Suzuki with the new TL1000), 

Japanese manufacturers continue to opt out of fit- 
ting this kind of fully integrated engine-management 
system, incorporating electronic fuel injection, that every 
cheap car built in the Western world for the past decade 
has employed, Triumph had no such qualms. The new- 
generation triples had to have EFI - the only question 
was where to source it. 

At first sight, opting for French electronics expert 
Sagem as the chosen supplier might seem slightly curi- 
ous - no form in the motorcycle world, and not exactly 
right next door to the Hinckley factory, right? Except for 
two things: One, out of the European companies already 
involved in motorcycle EFI, Bosch is too closely linked 
with BMW, arguably Triumph's most bitter Euro-rival in 
the marketplace, and there's not much point in joining 
the line of Italian firms buying a relatively simple, if still 
quite effective EFI package from Weber-Marelli. And 
two - right on Triumph's Birmingham back doorstep, a 
French company called Sagem had bought out the fuel- 
injection division of Lucas Industries, when this was sold 
off after a trans-Atlantic merger. 

Yes, that's right: The Prince of Darkness has been 


N ot much choice, really. Though for some inexplica- 


purged by the French, and in doing so has delivered 
what is undoubtedly the most sophisticated EFI/EMS 
currently fitted to any motorcycle. Japan Inc., please 
note... 

Triumph's main reason for opting for EFI was to 
obtain accurate fueling of the engine in all conditions, in 
turn leading to improved throttle response, good fuel 
economy and, above all, the ability to meet all current 
and projected emission laws in the markets they sell in. 
And to do all this without resorting to a bulky, heavy 
catalyst or secondary air injection. More performance for 
fewer emissions sums it up best, but with the added ben- 
efit that the sophisticated Sagem MC2000 engine-man- 
agement system, which uses a 16-bit Siemens micro- 
processor processing 3 million instructions per second 
(making it the most advanced chip used in any motorcy- 
cle application worldwide), also provides excellent tran- 
sient throttle response by actually anticipating the 
increased airflow in the inlet ports, even while the throt- 
tle is moving. So before the air has had time to reach its 
final speed, the MC2000 electronic control module pre- 
dicts the air-flow dynamics in order to guarantee that 
exactly the right amount of fuel is injected at the precise 
moment the air finally enters the cylinders. This, accord- 








ing to Triumph, results in not only an exceptionally keen 
throttle response, but also in reduced emissions and 
increased fuel economy. 

Another advanced feature is the use of disc-type 
twin-jet fuel injectors (one per cylinder) which each 
employ a high-speed, low-mass disc of about 0.5 grams 
to control injected fuel quality, instead of more conven- 
tional pintle-type injectors. Quieter as well as more 
durable - especially important in countries with a poor 
quality of fuel available - the disc-type injectors also 
have a superior dynamic range, due to a fast operating 
speed. i 

Other key benefits of the Sagem package include an 
automatic cold start and idle control, common on all EFI 
systems, and eliminating the need for a separate manual 
choke, as well as a Limp Home Mode emergency pro- 
gram. The MC2000 system is self-monitoring, storing 
problem codes and service information to be interrogat- 
ed by the built-in diagnostic device. In the event of a 
problem, the EFI will still keep the bike on the road by 
continuing to operate, but at a reduced level of perfor- 
mance and efficiency. Beats getting stranded by the side 
of the road in the Mojave desert oz the Paris-Lyon 
autoroute, though.

Harris to construct the first T500 pr chassis 

to its specifications, and the use of oval-section 
alloy tubing owes more than a nod in the direction of 
Over, the aluminum twin-spar T595/ T509 chassis is dis- 
tinctive, even radical - especially in comparison with the 
much-heavier, less-pretty Egli-type steel-spine frame 
used on a modular basis on all Bloor-era Triumphs to 
date. АП, that is, except for the alloy-framed Saxon Tri- 
umph BEARS racer build in 1994, a bike which finished 
fourth in the '95 BEARS World Series before going on to 
compete successfully in Formula USA racing in '96 in the 
hands of Scott Zampach. 

Though sound commercial reasons 
prevented Triumph from ever adopting 
its Saxon for its new sports range - 
BMW already uses a version of the Sax- 
Trak front end on its new Boxers - 
there's a strong visual link between the 
Saxon chassis and the T595 Daytona 
frame. And why not? 

Triumph's priority, according to the 
R&D staff, in designing the new frame 
was to produce substantial ground 
clearance, coupled with a speed of 
steering needed to be at least as good as 
the class-leading performance of the 
Honda CBR900. But Triumph also 
wanted to maintain real-world road 
manners, with the ability to change 
direction easily not at a sacrifice to sta- 
bility - "keeping a more controllable 
and civilized front wheel than our com- 
petitors" is how it's diplomatically stat- 
ed in Hinckley. 

The result is a distinctive perimeter 
frame design that permits the airbox for 
the Sagem EFI to be located above the 
cylinder head, in the front part of the 
false "tank" and rapidly accessible via 
Dzus fasteners - which add both character and conve- 
nience to the Daytona. 

The 4.16-gallon fuel load is located in the rear section 
of the "tank," extending backward beneath the seat. 
Visually, the chassis is one of the focal points of the bikes 
- you could hardly even see the old spine frame, even on 
an unfaired Speed Triple - with its polished-alloy finish 
(painted on the T509) giving the impression that it was 
hand-crafted by one of the legendary British chassis spe- 
cialists like Spondon or Tigcraft, rather than volume- 
built inside the Triumph factory from a series of alloy 
castings and extrusions. 

Weight saving as well as appearance was a key objec- 
tive and by using the engine as a fully stressed chassis

member (attached to it at no less than eight different 
mounting points), Triumph has been able to slash the 
weight of the main frame to 22 pounds - compared to 
almost 24 pounds for the bare CBR900 chassis without 
seat frame, and 25.8 pounds for the Honda VFR750. The 
Triumph's subframe adds another 5.3 pounds 

While the complete bike weighs in at 435.6 pounds 
dry - in fully-faired Daytona guise - against 404.8 pounds 
for the CBR900, it also stacks up well against the 444.4 
pounds-of the Ducati 916 - and no less than 519 pounds 
for the old Daytona 900 which has been discontinued. 

Compared to the original Triumph spine frame's

kicked-out 58.7-inch wheelbase and 27-degree head 
angle, the T595 chassis has far more sporting geometry 
with a 56.7-inch wheelbase and 24-degree rake (com- 
bined with 86mm trail) for the 45mm conventional car- 
tridge-type fork. 

Produced by Showa rather than Triumph's traditional 
suspension suppliers to date, Kayaba, these were chosen 
over an upside-down fork for the 2.2-pound savings in 
unsprung weight they deliver (presumably, the same 
reason that Honda didn't use an inverted fork on the 
CBR900). The fork is fully adjustable and so too is the 
Showa rear shock, fitted in conjunction with a rising-rate 
linkage on the T595. With Triumph's switch to Showa, 
the Japanese company now supplies the hardware for all 


three contenders for Hypersport Heaven - the Honda 
CBR900, T595 Daytona and Ducati 916. 

: Triumph has reduced unsprung weight even more at 
the front - as well as gyroscopic steering forces and rotat- 
ing inertia - by using three-spoke 17-inch alloy wheels 
designed in-house but which are cast by Brembo in Italy. 
Ironically, these are Brembo's only contribution to the 
bike as the 320mm stainless-steel floating front discs and 
220mm rear, as well as their matching calipers, are made 
by Nissin. 

Triumph's increasing links with Bridgestone - the 
Japanese company has a substantial majority of all Tri- 
umph's original equipment market - 
led them to specify the latest and 
greatest dual-compound BT56 rubber 
for both the T595 and T509. After seri- 
ously considering fitting a new 200- 
section rear that Bridgestone has 
under development, the British com- 
pany eventually opted for a 190/55 
rear, mounted on a 6.00-inch rim, with 
a 120/70 up front, on a 3.50-inch 
wheel. 

-Triumph’s decision to use a cast- 
alloy single-sided swingarm, in spite 
of the weight penalty this represents, 
is essentially a styling one. This isn't a 
superbike racer (yet!) so they don't 
have Ducati's excuse about needing to 
change wheels quickly. Instead, 
there's an attempt at rationalization by 
claiming the exhaust can be tucked in 
closer to the wheel on the right, to nar- 
row the rear end. But there's a hint at 
an ulterior motive in Triumph's state- 
ment that "It obviously increases the 
specification to the customer, and it 
will allow possibilities for further 
developments." 

Oh, yes - what are they? Endurance 
racing? Paris-Dakar? The world waits. 

In the meantime, it just looks trick. It's interesting that 
Triumph has joined Ducati in giving a metaphorical V- 
sign to the French by declining to put an Elf sticker on 
the bike, nor presumably to pay the French oil company 
any royalties for its alleged patent on a single-sided 
swingarm (supposedly developed on its race bikes in the 
early- 80s). You know the patent - the same one Honda 
paid billions of francs to use and call it a ProArm, thus 
putting the frighteners on its Japanese opposition. Only, 
as many have pointed out in the past decade, this partic- 
ular patent has as many holes in it as Wallace and 
Gromit's favorite piece of cheese. Triumph obviously 
agrees. 














on them, let alone for road use. A 30- 
minute test session with Bridgestone 
technicians brought them back to an 
optimum setting of 32 psi on the front 
and 36 on the back, which was then 
standardized for everyone else at the 
test. So, until Triumph reprints its 
owner's manuals, less is more with the 
Daytona T595. 

Once we got the pressures right, the 
Bridgestones proved to be a big ingredi- 
ent in the Triumph's outstanding han- 
dling package. The fat 190/50 rear really 
grips well, delivering excellent traction 
out of tight turns, while the front 120/70 
has about as much grip as a slick. 

What we have here is a company 
that's come of age. The T595 Daytona is 
as benchmark a bike in Triumph's 
Bloor-era rebirth as the first 851 "otto- 
valvole" was for Ducati a decade ago, or 
the GPZ900R Ninja was for Kawasaki. 
Not only is the new Daytona's technolo- 
gy thoroughly modern and its perfor- 
mance exceptional, its styling is distinc- 
tive and striking (especially in the 
“Stronthium Yellow" of the test bikes) 
with the trademark face of the new-gen- 
eration Triumphs' front ends giving it a 
strong personality different from any- 
thing else on the market. The quality of 
the build also seems excellent, too, judg- 
ing by the various test bikes selected at 
random. 

Time will tell if Triumph can build 
the bike in sufficient quantity to meet 
demand - but knowing John Bloor, they 
will - and if reliability of an all-new 
engine and chassis package can be 
maintained to Triumph's own stern lev- 
els. 

But, right now, from where I sit, I'm 
proud to be British. The T595 Daytona is 
a motorcycle the equal of or better than 
any other sportbike made anywhere in 
the world. Now think back 15 years to 
the dying days of the Meriden coopera- 
tive, British bike fans: did you really 
ever think the day would come when 
British would again be best? €N

California Motorcyclist Safety Program 
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RIDING IMPRESSION

acelift frenzy is all the rage in 
E Hollywood right now. Whether 
(Т you opt for a gentle nip 'n' tuck 
— like Joan Collins, a new head of 
hair where none might otherwise exist 
like Frank Sinatra, more radical correc- 
tive surgery like Jane Fonda (I mean, 
removing a pair of ribs just to stay slim 
and keep tight with Ted is surely radi- 
cal!), or the full alter ego switch hit like 
Michael Jackson, positive image 


enhancement is all part of being rich, 
famous and self-aware in the 1990s. 
Gone are the days when plastic 
surgery meant only one thing, and Dolly 
Parton was the role model for it. Now, if 
you don't like the way you look and 
want to keep at the cutting edge of 
youthful chic, go make a date with your 
friendly local cosmetic surgeon and sac- 
rifice the way you were in favor of how 
you want others to think you really are. 
No matter that beneath the facelifted 
facade it's still the same old you: Hey, 


` appearances are what count, right? 


The marketplace dictates that motor- 
cycles must look fresh and different, too, 
and the Laverda 668, which made a'sur- 








prise debut at the Milan Show last 
November and is now about to go into 
production, is just as much an example 
of two-wheeled facelifting frenzy as any 
New Look made in America. 

Taking Cher as its role model, Laver- 
da has completely revamped the styling 
of its 650cc sportbike, as part of an ongo- 
ing process of rejuvenating and improv- 
ing its parallel-twin range that will 
underpin planned diversification fur- 


ther up the capacity scale, with the Ital- 
ian company's new liquid-cooled 750cc 
twin just launched at Cologne and the 
900cc three-cylinder superbike sched- 
uled for 1999. 

The current 650 was born out of the 
ashes of the old Laverda company dur- 
ing its brief tenure as part of the dis- 
graced Zanini Group, before it was 
acquired three years ago by new owner 
Francesco Tognon. Since then, Tognon 
has been at pains to improve the techni- 
cal specifications of a bike that was 
never really properly developed before 
Zanini tried to put it into production. 
The fact that the hundreds of Laverda 
twins built since his takeover have 








found a ready market and satisfied cus- 
tomers in the increasing number of 
countries where Laverdas are sold 
underlines the effectiveness of this poli- 


With former Laverda chief engineer 
Adriano Valenti having rejoined the 
company after some years at Aprilia, 
Tognon's insistence on delivering a 
quality product has found an eager dis- 
ciple. After stopping production for six 
weeks last year while problems with the 
engine castings were resolved by new 
patterns and a change of supplier, 
Tognon was satisfied with the basic reli- 
ability of the Laverda product; now it 
was time to think about the styling -

especially with a forthcoming major 
investment in tooling, permitting the 
bodywork to be manufactured to a high- 
er standard in plastic with injection 
molding rather than by hand in fiber- 
glass as before. 

To achieve a fresh new face for a 
motorcycle that was first styled back in 
1991, and since it took time to get into 
production has inevitably aged in the 
meantime just like Joan or Jane, Tognon 
turned to the man responsible for the 
Laverda look all through the classic era 
of the Breganze-built bikes in the '60s 
and "705, Lino Borgesan. Designer of all 
the most famous Laverdas like the 
750SFC, Jota, Montjuic and even the leg- 
endary V-six prototype, Borgesan left 
Laverda in 1986, as the family-owned 
company was grinding to a halt, to 
work at nearby Aprilia, where he 
designed key models like the 125cc 
Extrema and Amico scooter. 

One of the many top employees of 
the old company that Tognon has 
recruited for his new Laverda operation, 
Borgesan's first creation back where he 
belonged was the Ghost naked bike, fol- 
lowed swiftly by the 668. 

“I wanted to give the sports model а 
more aggressive appearance with added 
personality," he explains, "as well as to 
make it look like the middleweight bike 
it is, instead of a muscular 125 - that's 
how the 650 appears, thanks mainly to 
the Aprilia headlight. I also wanted a 
more sporting, essentially classical look, 
given Laverda's customer profile. Hence 
the two 100-watt round headlamps 
which also give extra visibility at night 
at high speed, something that's not ideal 
with the 650's smaller single headlamp." 











No chance to check out the efficiency 
of the 668’s nose job, even on a short 
winter day when I came to the new 
Laverda factory at Zane in the foothills 
of the Dolomite mountains to sample 
the 668, which with the exact same 
mechanical package feels nearly identi- 
cal to ride. 

Sharing the same airbox cover and an 
unchanged seat height thanks to the fuel 
tank beneath it, the 668 has an identical 
riding position to the older bike. Sport- 
ing the gray and silver colors in which 
the model will be sold this winter as 
part of a short-run limited edition - 
red/silver and yellow/silver are the 
base colors production has begun with - 
the deep luster of the 668’s paintwork is 
testament to another big investment that 
Tognon has recently made. 

Just like John Bloor at Triumph, he 
was dissatisfied with the quality of his 
out-of-house paint suppliers, so he’s 
bought his own paint shop in nearby 
Verona, complete with computerized 
closed-loop production line, and is mak- 
ing the new injection-molded bodywork 
pre-impregnated with the chemical 
solution needed to optimize color values 
and prevent fading. 

Facelifting implies that beneath the 
668's new styling is the same old air/oil- 
cooled DOHC eight-valve parallel-twin 
slotted into a black-anodized alloy 
deltabox frame as before. And yes, that's 
how it is, but only up to a point. The 
668cc engine's basic 78.5 x 69mm specifi- 
cation is identical to the 650 (and the 
Ghost), but within a mile of riding away 
from the Laverda factory on my day trip 
into the frozen Dolomites, I knew some- 
thing different had been done to the 
bike - and thanks to heavy traffic, it was 
obvious without even getting out of 
third gear. 

Unlike the Ghost nudiebike I rode on 
my last visit to Zane, the 668 was quite 
happy to cruise along in a line of cars 
with the engine turning over at just 
2,500-3,000 rpm, without snatching the 
transmission or hiccuping like the Ghost 
did at the same low engine speeds - yet 
when you saw a gap in the traffic and 
needed to accelerate into it, the 668's 
Weber/ Marelli fuel injection package 
responded instantly. 

There's noticeably smoother low-rpm 
running and better pickup than before - 
but still the same kick in the power 
delivery at 5,000 rpm as on the 650, 
when engine acceleration increases dra- 
matically en route to the 8,000 rpm 
power peak. 

This made the 668 a much easier and 
more enjoyable ride, as well as more 
practical in everyday conditions than 

-any of the Laverdas I've ridden before. 





If until now the 650 has 
been a four-stroke you have 
to ride like a two-stroke, 
then the 668 feels like it has 
a power-valve fitted. 

I asked Valenti back at 
the base that evening why . 
this was so. Turns out that 
after complaints about the 
Ghost's engine behavior in 
boulevard mode at low 
engine speeds, Laverda had 
a rethink and decided to fit 
a new, slightly milder 
camshaft desigm they'd 
developed for the naked 
cruiser - but across the 
entire range, coupled with a 
remapped EPROM chip for 
the EFI's engine manage- 
ment system which alters 
the ignition curve and fuel 
map. 

Homologation costs rule 
out a different engine speci- 
fication for each model, but 
the improvement in ridabil- 
ity which the new, rounder- 
profile cams yield benefits 
Laverda's 668/650/Formu- 
la sportbike range just as 
much as the Ghost, at the expense of a 
four-horsepower reduction in outright 
power at the top end - peak power is 
now 66 bhp at 8,000 rpm at the rear 
wheel, though max torque is unchanged 
at 44.3 foot-pounds at 7,000 rpm. 

But the improved pickup low down 
means that acceleration is actually 
improved, making the 668 even more of 
a zapbike than before. No other four- 
stroke twin has such an appetite for 
revs, which you feed with plentiful use 
of the six-speed gearbox's well-chosen 
ratios, spoiled only by a stiff gear 
change and the very heavy clutch, wor- 
thy of a mid-'80s Ducati V-twin. Laver- 
da is aware of the problem, says Valenti, 
who's working on a revised clutch and 
smoother-shifting four-dog gear cluster 
(instead of six-dog as at present) which 
it plans to introduce on the new liquid- 
cooled engine being developed for '97. 

Within the limits of the freezing con- 
ditions and roads dirty with dried salt, it 
was fun to make friends again with the 
race-level handling of Laverda's Bakker- 
derived chassis. 

Especially noticeable is the excellent 
stability around fast, sweeping turns in 
spite of the short 54.1-inch wheelbase, 
the pinpoint steering on tight, twisty 
mountain roads and, above all, the out- 
standing braking from the big 320mm 
Brembo steel (not cast iron) discs and 
their new-type four-pot calipers. 

Though only fixed rather than high-

er-spec floating stoppers like on the up- 
rated Formula 650, these have notice- 
ably better bite from high speed - with- 
out sacrificing response at light lever 
pressures - than on many other bikes 
I've ridden lately fitted with the same 
steel Brembos. At last I know why. 
Nothing to do with the master cylinder 
(16mm on the Laverda) or brake pads 
(still the same street quality for longer 
life as everyone else), but instead it's all 
in the brake lines, which are costlier 
braided steel, giving much better 
response without the flexi-hose expand- 
ing slightly under pressure. I'm 
impressed. 

Also impressive was the WP suspen- 
sion package fitted to the 668 I rode, 
with the Dutch company's excellent 
41mm upside-down forks and rear 
shock (both multi-adjustable) with very 
progressive rising-rate rear linkage com- 
bining to eat up bumps and deliver 
impressive ride quality over frost-rav- 
aged broken road surfaces. 

But only the first batch of 668 pro- 
duction is being fitted with the Dutch 
forks and shock, for after using up exist- 
ing stocks, Laverda plans to switch to 
Paioli components, on the grounds 
they're (a) Italian, (b) less costly and (c) 
deliver at least the same caliber of sus- 
pension response as the WPs. 

Having ridden the prototype Ghost 
fitted with the Paioli fork and shock, I 
have to say the use of these won't be a 
































problem. The Italian company has vast- 
ly improved the technology and caliber 
of its products in recent years - largely 
with the help of its new Japanese part- 
ner Kayaba, says Tognon - and can now 
compete effectively with any of its rivals 
who are better-known through competi- 
tion involvement. 

Laverda plans to continue marketing 
the 650 and 668 in tandem for the time 
being, so anyone who just bought one of 
the earlier models doesn't need to worry 
- it's not obsolete overnight, plus they 
saved a useful bit of cash. The 668 retails 
in Italy for $12,810 against the 650's 
$11,977, and $13,445 for the higher-spec 
Formula (which is only available with 
the older bodywork), all including the 
19-percent tax. 

Compared to what Cher pays every 
couple of years for her latest update in 
designer facelifts, the 668's new look_is 
cheap at the price, especially as it'll get 
you to Memphis much quicker than if 
you just walk there. Nice nose job, too!cx

t's got to be tough building a sport- 
bike for the 600cc class. It is a class in 
"E which racing success is highly 
regarded, so there's a lot on the line, 
saleswise, if the machine isn't successful 
on the track. Does that mean that a man- 
ufacturer should strive to make the 
lightest, fastest, most uncompromising 
racer its designers and engineers can 
concoct? Or should a company bow to 
the fact that, in reality, the overwhelm- 
ing percentage of buyers will use the 
machine for a more quotidian applica- 
tion, such as commuting, during which 
time ground clearance will not be tested, 
sticky tires will not be scuffed to their 
edges and shifts will not take place near 
redline. 

It is sometimes clear where the line of 
compromise is drawn. Witness the all- 
new GSXR600 from Suzuki. It is the 
quintessential race track refugee square- 
ly aimed at carrying its rider to weekly 
champagne showers. That some of its 
purchasers might not use it that way is 
of no matter. It rips, and doesn't stop to 
ask you if you're comfortable. 

Other times it is not so clear where 
the tough decisions and inevitable com- 
promises were made. Witness the 1997 
YZF600R, Yamaha's heavily revamped 
premier middleweight supersport con- 
tender. It is a motorcycle that blurs the 
line of compromise and goes a long way 
toward delivering to its rider the best of 
all worlds. 

The most important area of change 
on the YZF is to its twin-cam, four- 
valve-per-cylinder Genesis slant-block 
powerplant. It is here that the Yamaha 
bucks the current trend in the sportbike 
world a bit by offering an engine with a 
stroke several millimeters longer than 











peak power on par with its competitors. 
The principal step in power comes at 
around 8000 rpm, after which the engine 
produces a steady if somewhat mea- 
sured climb in revs to the 13,000 rpm 
redline. 

This newfound flexibility and 
increase in overall horsepower is the 
result of several changes to the 599cc 
four. Forged pistons that are said to be 
both lighter and stronger replace the 
cast pieces used previously, and a 
revised ignition system that now uses a 
throttle position sensor is said to 
improve engine response at small throt- 
tle openings as well as to provide 
greater power at higher revs. The 
exhaust system also underwent several 
changes in an effort to augment the 
midrange, including a joint pipe 
between the two of the 4-2-1 exhaust sys- 
tem and the addition of a punched cone 
inside the silencer. 

This addition of horsepower brought 
about some other changes in an effort to 
cope with the attendant heat penalty 
such an increase brings: namely a larger, 
liquid-cooled oil cooler and new fric- 
tion-plate and spring material in the 
clutch.

any of the 
other bikes in its class. A 
longer stroke for a given displace- 
ment is typically associated with 
torque-oriented power output, and a 
solid, torquey feel is what the YZF 
delivers. The YZF is perfectly content 
motoring around in the bottom half 
of its rev range and can be short 
shifted without feeling like you're 
pulling an anchor when you roll the 
gas on. 

However, this torque doesn't 
entirely come at the expense of top- 
end power. While the YZF doesn't 
deliver the high-rpm whack of some 
of the other bikes in its class, it 
nonetheless performs admirably as 
the revs rise and, in fact, delivers 











by a narrow 
engagement range and 
some judder оп hard launches. 

While the little YZF's bore and stroke 
ratio sets it apart from its competitors, a 
new induction system brings it right in 
line. Though Yamaha doesn't call it ram 
air, it looks a lot like it to us. And to 
quote Yamaha's own press material on 
the subject, the YZF gets “а new air- 
cleaner assembly structure for greater 
power at high speed." In any case, gone 
is the conventional system that sees the 
air inlet under the fuel tank somewhere, 
breathing hot, engine-heated air, and in 
its place is a fresh-air intake under the 

































headlight оп the shark-nosed body- 
work. From the single inlet, the air trav- 
els to the airbox through two ducts on 
either side of the fairing and through 
new holes in the YZF’s principally 
unchanged, twin-spar steel Deltabox 
frame. Awaiting this charge of fresh air 
is a quartet of 36mm Keihin carburetors, 
2mm larger than those fitted the previ- 
ous year. 

A side benefit to the altered “not- 
ram-air” fresh-air intake is that the 
intake howl associated with previous 
iterations of the YZF600 is gone, making 
its own small contribution to rider com- 
fort among the many others. 

And this is one comfortable 600cc 
motorcycle. A principal reason for this is 
a recast seating position that is not only 
more natural-feeling for the rider, but 
also takes better care of the passenger as 
well. 

Climbing aboard, one is greeted by a 
refreshingly rational riding position and 
light, easy-to-use controls. This is not a 
supersport-aggressive riding position 
that sees your wrists loaded up on low, 
clip-on bars and your legs folded in half 
from high, ground-clearance-friendly 
footpegs. No, the best thing that can be 
said about the riding position on the 
YZF600 is that it feels a lot like Honda’s 
universally praised VFR750. 

Contributing to the excellent 
ergonomic package is a redesigned sub- 
frame that resulted in a slightly higher 
seat height, which also allows for more 
storage space under the new seat. The 
passenger also gets more leg room, in 
addition to new rear grab handles. 

Burning a full tank of gas (200 miles 
ridden conservatively) is a no-pain 
proposition. The seat is broad and com- 
fortable and allows you to move around 
to avoid the numbness associated with 
long stints in the saddle, while the 
handlebars are high enough to make 
freeway cruising likewise comfortable. 
And while the riding position is upright 
enough to make trips like these possible, 
even pleasing, it still places you forward 
enough that blasts up your favorite 
mountain road can be undertaken with 
confidence and aggression. 

This is, after all, a supersport 600, 
and your 200 miles would be much bet- 
ter spent taking the long, preferably 
curvy, way. 

It is on this type of road that the 
YZF600 truly shines. Its compliant, fully 
adjustable suspension keeps the chassis 
well under control and absorbs sharp 
bumps and potholes with little drama. 
The 41mm KYB conventional cartridge 
fork that replaces the inverted unit used 
last year communicates clearly what is 
happening between the Bridgestone 
BT50 radial and the road surface. 

Rebound damping at the rear was 
initially too soft, causing the bike to 








pogo up and down over gradual undu- 
lations in the pavement, particularly at 
high speed. This, however, was elimi- 
nated by tightening the rebound-damp- 
ing adjustment. Fortunately we didn’t 
need to make rebound damping much 
firmer. Of the 36 clicks we counted as 
available, there were only six left to full 
hard. 

Tight corners are good fun with the 
YZF, though in quick transitions its 
heaviest-of-its-class weight shows itself 
in the form of increased rider effort and 
some slowness in reacting to sharp 
inputs. The best fun is had in medium- 
speed sweepers, where the YZF exhibits 
excellent stability and balance. And 
while small corrections take only light 
pressure on the bars, it isn’t oversensi- 
tive to rider input. That makes the YZF 
stable enough to inspire confidence and 
nimble enough to be a lot of fun. 

Despite all this, perhaps the most 
confidence-inspiring thing about the 600 
is the brakes. The YZF is graced with 
new front calipers - “integrated,” Yama- 
ha calls them - which are of a single 
piece, bored straight through from the 
outside to accept the four pistons. Hold- 
ing the outer pistons in place are caps 
and blue-anodized screws. The benefit 
of the new, one-piece calipers is 
increased rigidity, and thus better feel, 
as well as reduced weight, says Yamaha. 
The disc diameter is the same as last 
year at 298mm, though the hole pattern 
and thickness have been altered. 

Response from these is immediate. 
Initial bite is strong and consistent and 
hard stops take minimal effort on the 
four-position adjustable lever. Applying 
the brakes midcorner to scrub of a little 
excess speed did little to upset the cor- 
nering aspect of the bike and lots for 
rider confidence - go ahead, carry just 
that much more speed entering turns. 
The two-piston rear brake with 245mm 
steel disc also had good feel. : 

The most obvious of all the changes 
to the YZF600 is to the styling. Gone is 
the cat-eyed family resemblance to its 
superbike big brother and in its place is 
a unique bullet-shaped nose and lus- 
cious contours like nothing else on the

road. In order to achieve this sleek 
shape, the dual headlights used in prior 
years were replaced by a single, multi- 
reflector unit that is both lighter and 
brighter than what it replaces. In addi- 
tion to the new fairing, the fuel tank's 
shape has been altered to provide better 
knee grip. 

The new fairing is effective at punch- 
ing an efficient and smooth hole 
through the air and the windscreen is 
low enough that your helmet travels 
through turbulence-free air. Our test 
bike came in Yamaha's racing colors of 
blue and white, and we feel this combi- 
nation is far better looking than the 
red / white or silver/black versions 
available. 

Finishing touches include a reposi- 
tioned choke lever that is on the left- 
hand grip, where it belongs, and dark- 
gray textured plastic that surrounds the 
clear, easy-to-read analogue gauges and

fairing, giving an overall finished

Will Yamaha get the race track suc- 


' cess with the new YZF600R so impor- 


tant in the middleweight sportbike 
class? It's hard to say, but preseason 
tests in the hands of Rich Oliver and 
Tom Kipp at Daytona and Laguna Seca 
bode fairly well. The times from Laguna 
in particular were quite good, with the 
YZF turning competitive lap times with 
Suzuki's factory GSXR600s. 

So, what Yamaha has built is an 
excellent all-around motorcycle that is 
as at home blazing the back roads as it 
is cruising the interstate and also hap- 
pens to appear competitive on the track. 
Add to that the fact that its list price of 
$7399 is the cheapest of its competitors 
by $300 and it may even be the best 
middleweight sportbike you can get in 
1997. But that's another story. €N

didn't take long for Larry Pegram 
rove he belonged. In his second 
n the Fast by Ferracci Ducati, 
ar-old former dirt tracker fin- 
ond to Smokin' Joe's Honda's 
Miguel DuHamel in the AMA Super- 
bike National on the temporary circuit 
at the Pomona Fairplex. But in the fol- 
lowing race at Laguna Seca, he finished 
27th after pitting twice to fix a loose rear 
wheel. And that's how the 1996 season 
would go. 

Machine problems and crashes kept 
him from consistently finishing well. 
Yet, when he finished, he was usually 
near the top. In Homestead, the fourth 
race of the year, he qualified and fin- 
ished third, after running second for 
much of the race. Then came a wet-track 
spill at Mid-Ohio. 

At Road America, he was up and 
down in the same weekend. First came 
his first-ever superbike pole, in just his 
sixth outing, followed by a cautious sev- 
enth in the second consecutive wet race, 
the memory of Mid-Ohio fresh in his 
mind. In the third race in three week- 
ends, this time at Loudon, he started 
third and ended fourth. 

Off to Brainerd where he qualified 
second to temporary teammate Alessan- 
dro Gramigni, only to be sidelined by a 
broken primary gear early in the race 
while running second. 

The only race he wanted to forget 
came at Sears Point, a practice crash 
leading to an off weekend which he was 
happy to disregard. 

In the final race of the year, it looked 
like he'd be back on the box. After quali- 
fying a close second, Pegram led the Las 
Vegas race early and held down second 
place until machine and tire troubles 
dropped him to an eventual sixth. He 
ended his first AMA Superbike season 
seventh in the championship point 
standings. 

The season didn't end at Vegas. 
Pegram ran the fall Daytona NASB/F- 
USA races, finishing third in the first leg 
and chunking a tire in the second. 
Asked what he'd be doing in 1997, he 
repeated what he'd said at Las Vegas: 
He was fairly certain he'd be staying 
with the Fast by Ferracci team. Then 
came word that he was on the move, 
joining Pascal Picotte and Aaron Yates 
on the Yoshimura Suzuki team. 

The first test was at the Dunlop tire 
tests in early December and the always- 
expressive Pegram was anxious to talk 
about the future. He spoke during a 
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break in the testing on the secortd day of 
the three-day test. 

You thought you’d stay with Ferracci, 
even as late as the Daytona NASB race? 
That was my plan. Even up until then I 
was talking with Suzuki a little bit, but I 
didn’t know what they (Ferracci) were 
going to do. They hadn’t made me an 
offer, but they kept telling me they were 
interested in me. I figured if they were 
interested enough they’d make me an 
offer. But I think they were waiting on 
Mat (Mladin) to see what he was going 
to do first. I kind of made a plan to stay 
with Ferracci and he seemed to want me 
there, but he told me I had to wait until 
he went to Italy to sign a contract before 
he would give me one. I said okay, and 
then these guys called me up and said, 
“What will it take for you to ride a 
Suzuki for '97?" (I talked to them in) 
early November, late October, right at 
the beginning of November. And they 
wanted to know what I needed and I 
told them what I wanted and they pret- 
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ty much said okay. And then I talked 
with my manager, Bubba Shobert, and 
we decided that, to do it, we wanted a 
two-year deal because they were new 
bikes and I didn't want to switch bikes 
every year. I wanted to get on some- 
thing and go out and concentrate on it. 
So we told them we wanted a two-year 
deal and they came up with it and they 
seem really confident in me. So I figured 
I would stay here. 

Eraldo Ferracci said you made some 
requests that he couldn't satisfy. 

I gave him the opportunity to match 
what Suzuki was giving me because his 
numbers were way off and he didn't 
want to do it. I gave him the opportuni- 
ty because I felt like I owed it to him. He 
just said that he didn't have it. 

How did last year measure up to your 
expectations? 

I think it went real well. I think, for me, 
it didn't go as good as what I had 
planned, but I think it went a lot better 
than what a lot of people thought I was 
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going to do. I knew that I could go out 
and win a race on those bikes. We came 
close a few times. I think I rode well all 
year, but never had a weekend where it 
came together. We finished seconds and 
thirds. You can make excuses all day. I 
didn't ride very good in the rain, which 
I should have done better in. At the 
beginning of the year I'd never ridden 
on rain tires in the rain. We went to 
Mid-Ohio and I fell, so at Road America 
I was really tentative. I really felt like if 
it hadn't rained at Road America, I 
would have won that race. I felt really 
confident and I felt like that at Brainerd 
too, if we hadn't broken. But if ifs and 
buts were candy and nuts we'd all have 
a merry Christmas. I can sit there and 
say what I would have done all day 
long, but I didn't do it. 

What kept you from winning a race? 

I don't think I needed good luck, I just 
didn't need bad luck. I just needed a day 
where everything didn't go perfect, but 
something didn't go bad either. There 


were days when everything 

went right and I just didn’t 

ride well. There were days 

when I was riding well 

enough to win, but it rained 

at Road America, which 
everybody had to ride in the 

rain. By the end of the race I 

was running the same times 

as the guy who won, but at 

the beginning of the race I 

was way off. That was really 

where I learned how to ride 

in the rain. Like I said, Brain- 

erd, I thought I could have 

won. We had some problems 

at Las Vegas, too. I felt good 

about the season. I learned a 

lot. I can’t say anything bad 

about the season, other than 

we just never had a good 

day. And I didn’t need a day 

when I got lucky, I just need- 

ed a day when I didn’t have 

bad luck. 

Were you surprised that you 

were able to run at the front 

right from the start? 

I've been racing for a long time and I’ve 
always been up front. Racing amateur, I 
won a lot of amateur titles and when I 
started road racing I knew it was going 
to take me a little while. Then I got two 
years with the Bridgestone tires and that 
really hurt my confidence level because 
I couldn't run up front with them. And I 
know the guys, they were trying and 
they've improved their tires. But at that 
point they were pretty bad. At first I just 
said, "Yeah, it's the tires." After running 
on them for two years, you just start los- 
ing confidence in yourself and I did that. 
And then once I jumped on the Ducati 
with the Michelins, I knew right away. I 
said, “You know, I'm still a good rider.” 
It was just something was holding me 
back. They had really good bikes, but 
the tires weren't very good. 

At the beginning of last year every- 
body said I wasn't going to go that good 
on that bike. I went out and I feel like I 
proved pretty much everybody wrong. 
We didn't win a race, but I think we 
showed we were capable of winning a 
race. This year I think everybody's say- 
ing: "He's jumping on,that Suzuki. He's 
not going to do near as good as he did 
on that Ducati." So I've got another goal 
- to go out and prove all these people 
wrong again. That's what I’m going to 
do. 

Was it hard to get used to the Miche- 
lins after two years on Bridgestones? 
They weren't hard for me to get used to 
at all because I came from what I felt 
was a tire that didn't have much grip to 
a tire that was just, to me, phenomenal. I 
can't say they did anything worse than 
what the Bridgestones did, but they're 
definitely different than the Dunlops. I 
can't tell you yet which ones I like bet- 
ter, but they're definitely different, the 
characteristics of them. I think those two 
tires (Michelin and Dunlop) are pretty 
much on the same level where the 
Bridgestones weren't. Last year when I 
jumped on them, I was happy to be on 
something that I could really push. I'm 
happy so far. This test with the Dun- 
lops... I’m really impressed with them. 
And they have a real wide selection of 
tires to try. 

Are you spending your time here get- 
ting used to the new bike or testing 
tires, or both? 

, I'm really not testing tires. They're just 
giving me some pretty standardized 
tires. I’m just trying to learn the bike. 
Trying a few different things to get the 
bike set up. I'm mainly just concentrat- 
ing on the superbike. I'm going to do 





some more on the 600, but mainly I 
want to get down to doing some good 
times on the superbike and then the 600 
can come after that. We've got some 
more testing to do before we get to the 
first race. 

Can you compare the Honda 600, 
which you rode two — ago, and the 
new Suzuki? 

It’s been a long time. I know they feel 
slow compared to a superbike. I forgot 
how much different a 600 was than a 
superbike. This Suzuki 600 feels really 
good. It feels, I would have to say, better 
than the Honda that I rode two years 
ago, but it’s hard to compare them since 
it's been so long since I rode one. 

After racing against the Suzuki 
GSXR750s, are they how you expected 
them to be? 

Actually, it’s a lot more ridable than I 
thought it was from watching tapes. I 
mainly watched Aaron (Yates) and 
(Mat) Mladin. The bike looked really 
loose and really hard to ride. From just 
these two days or day and a half that 
we've had so far, I feel really comfort- 
able on it. I feel the thing is going to be 
pretty good for me all year. I feel like I 
can ride the thing pretty hard and I’m 
already starting to get more comfortable 
and slide it around. 

Did you slide the Ducati much? 

The Ducati, with the Michelin tires, 
didn’t like to slide. It was more of a cor- 
ner-speed type of bike. I don’t know if 
that really suited my style or not. I feel 
more comfortable with the bike sliding, 
with my dirt track background. I adapt- 
ed to that. You can go just as fast that 
way as you can sliding them. So if 
you've got something that doesn't slide, 
that's good too. These are different and 
I'm getting used to them. 

Which tracks do you think will favor 
the Suzuki over the Ducati? 
Everybody seems to think that the 
Ducati works better on really tight 
tracks. But I think that these things 
worked better last year at someplace 
like Loudon. Sears, they obviously 
worked really well. But they tested there 
too. I think it depends a lot on the rider. 
I think there are certain race tracks that 
favor one tire more than another one. I 
know last year when we ran those 
Michelins with brand-new pavement, 
boy, they worked great. But someplace 
with old pavement, they didn’t work 
near as well. Like Sears or Daytona or 
Loudon they didn’t work as well. But 


‘someplace with new pavement they 


worked really well, and those tires are 
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pretty much developed for World 
Superbike and GP guys, which are 
almost always on brand-new pavement. 
So I think that was part of it. I think a 
track with a lot of grip suits the Michelin 
tires because it doesn’t like to slide. 
Where on a track that’s kind of grainy 
and slippery, the tires want to slide, the 
Michelin doesn't want to slide. So it's 
hard to ride on those kinds of tracks. 
The Yoshimura Suzuki team structure 
is considerably different than any 
you've been on. 

They have a lot more guys here working 
on the bikes. And I don't think it makes 
a great difference, but it definitely takes 
a load off. When you've got one guy 
working on the bike, it's hard for that 
guy to do it. I had Phillip working on 
my bikes last year and he did a great job 
all year long. But, boy, he had to work 
his ass off to do it and he never got a 
break. I can't say at any time that there 
was something he didn't do that he 
should've done. But, boy that guy 
worked his ass off to do it. When you've 
got three guys it makes it a little more, 
obviously, easier and they can delegate 
a little bit of the little stuff to another 
guy and it makes it better. It definitely 
makes it better for the mechanics and a 
little bit better for the rider to know that 
you've got three guys working on it 
instead of one. 

It seemed like at the beginning of the 
season there was a problem with sta- 
bility on the Ducati. - 

We had a lot of trouble with the thing 
wobbling last spring. It definitely wore 
you out. I don't know if they got that 
fixed or not. I think it was in the tire, it 
wasn't in the motorcycle. This is defi- 
nitely a lot more stable on the banking. 
Through the infield it's different, but 
similar. I feel really good on it. I went 
out yesterday and rode eight laps and, I 
came in and I said: “I like this thing. I’m 
going to do good on it." Like I said, I 
was nervous. I watched the guys ride it 
last year and I thought, "That thing 
looks hard to ride and they're really 
having to ride on the edge to go fast on 
it." I think that's just their riding styles 
coming through. 

Supposedly, they've made some 
great improvements. I have the stuff 
that they ran last year right now. `“ The 
suspension, I have the new stuff, and 
the frame and stuff. But the motor I 
have is what they ran the latter part of 
the year. And Pascal and Aaron have 
the motor for '97. And when I was run- 
ning with Pascal, it's really fast. I'm real- 





ly looking forward to it. 
· They're going to have one of 
those motors for me real 
soon. I'm really looking for- 
ward to getting on that, too. I 
know that these things were 
a little bit slower than what I 
was on. From when I was 
. riding with Pascal, I think 
now they're on par. I know a 
lot of the guys are just going 
to hang it out. I know from 
all the years I raced in dirt 
track, I know when you're 
sideways you're not going 
forward. I'll let the thing 
slide a little bit, but then ГЇЇ 
baby the throttle to let the 
thing go forward. Everybody 
says, "Why does a dirt track- 
er do so good on road rac- 
ing?" They always say that's 
because we feel comfortable 
sliding it. But you can look at 
Pascal and Miguel - they 
didn't do dirt track and 
they've got the thing stepped 
out to the lock. We're com- 
fortable sliding the thing because we're 
able to give it throttle control to get it 
right to where it's sliding, but going for- 
ward at the same time. It takes years to 
learn that. From racing on the dirt, when 
you're sliding, you've got to have the 
thing going forward too. 
What was the most important thing 
that you learned last year? 
Eraldo taught me a lot of stuff about 
self-confidence at the race track and 
stuff. Just learning how to race with the 
guys again. It was a lot of little things 
that I learned. One of the things I 
learned was a lot of the times you go out 
and make your fastest lap, a lot of guys 
will come in right after that. I learned 
that if I make my fastest lap and then go 
a couple more laps I would go even 
quicker. That was one thing Ferracci 
always said: "Don't come in after you 
do your fastest lap. Stay out two more 
laps at least because you're going to go 
even quicker." I’ve been racing since I 
was 5 years old. One thing I definitely 
learned last year was how to ride in the 
rain. I rode in the rain, but on DOT tires, 
which was way different than running 
on rain tires. 
You seemed to learn tracks quickly. 
Ithink I learn the tracks faster than most 
of the guys, too. When we went to Las 
Vegas, the first day I was like three sec- 
onds faster than anybody. Everybody 
caught up to me by the end of the week- 
end. Homestead, I was fast right away 
there too. Third in the race, but we got a 
terrible start. That was the only race all 
year that I really got a bad start - 11th on 
the first lap. And then we worked our 
way up to third, almost second. And 
then we caught up to Doug (Chandler) 
and then Doug caught Miguel and I 
thought I wasn’t too far behind. Vegas - 
we were second there and we had some 
kind of problem with the fuel pump 
there ‘cause Doug passed me on the 
front straightaway and so did Miguel. 
And all year, nobody could pass me on 
the straightaway. And then with two 
laps to go, something went totally 
wrong.

PERRIS, CA, JAN, 12 
t looked more like the notorious 
Blackwater 100 off-road race than a 
motocross race. The opening round 
of the GFI Winter MX Series South 
kicked off at Perris Raceway under dark 
and cloudy skies, but the dreary weather 
did little to dampen the enthusiasm and 
spirit of the hard-core and bleary-eyed 
MX fans who turned out - many of 
whom attended the previous night's 
AMA Supercross Series round at the Los 
Angeles Coliseum.

In the 250cc Pro class, Spud Walters 
guided his Suzuki through the slop bet- 
ter than and quicker than anyone else to 
score the win while Kawasaki rider 
Rusty Holland did his best to catch Wal- 
ters and took home second-place honors 
for his efforts. Third went to Kawasaki- 
mounted Steve Drew.

the dry lines around the track and rode a 
flawless race, taking the win going away.

he Lazy E Arena hosted the mid- 

way point of the AMA PJ1 

National Arenacross Series where 
Yamaha Motorsports /Chaparral/ Atom- 
ic 22/ Elf-sponsored Chad Pederson col- 
lected the biggest bulk of the $25,000 
halfway booty by way of nine wins and 
479 collected points. 

The remaining $75,000 of the $100,000 
points-paying purse will be collected at 
the final round in Denver, Colorado. The 
MSR/ Answer-sponsored event played 
to two sold-out nights, despite freezing 
temperatures in Oklahoma. 

“The Lazy E has always been a 
favorite to many of the riders because of 
the size of the course,” promoter Mike 
Kidd said. “This is our eighth annual 
race here, adding a big surprise with the 
addition of the backward-falling gate for 
the first time.”

Factory Connection-backed Cliff Palmer 





closed his points from third place to sec- 
ond Friday night by finishing second in 
the 125cc main and winning the 250cc 
event in front of his hometown crowd. 
He then evened up his points with Team 
Thor/Honda/Primal Impulse/Tuf Rac- 
ing's Buddy Antunez Saturday night 
when he finished third in the 125cc 
event and again won the 250cc main. 

The tie breaker for second went to 
Palmer with his eight wins against 
Antunez's six-win record. The results, 
however, are unofficial, due to a mutual 
protest filed against both Palmer and 
Antunez, until the AMA makes a ruling. 

^Winning in front of a hometown 
crowd is quite a bit different," Palmer 
said. "I just kept thinking during prac- 
tice that I want to win, I want to win. I 
had quite a bit of adrenaline pumped up 
in the 125 heat race in spite of a terrible 
start, but I went to the front real quick. It 
helps with the crowd behind you 
because you do things that you don't 
normally think you can."

other race. Having my son here is great, 
though! He's probably the reason I've 
been racing so good in the last nine 
months. Before he was born, I wasn't 
doing that good, but as soon as he was 
born, it was like a burden off my shoul- 
ders. 

“After I saw he had five fingers on 
each hand and five toes on each foot and 





that he was healthy, I got a whole new 
attitude toward racing," Palmer contin- 
ued. "Before I took racing real serious, 
now I take it a little lighthearted, and even 
though I really want to do good, it doesn't 
really matter if I don't. I’m having a whole 
lot more fun! It's been easier on me." 

Pederson had a better weekend than 
the previous one in Fort Worth, Texas, 
winning Friday night's 125cc main event 
and locking up his lead at the halfway 
point. 

"| hurt my back in Fort Worth," Ped- 
erson said. "I've been recovering all 
week long. As the night went on, I got 
sorer and sorer. In the 250 main, I was 
pretty much hurting, so I just kept it on 
two wheels as I just wanted to wrap up 
the points Friday so I could settle back 
Saturday night." 

Antunez never made the podium Fri- 
day night, finishing fifth in the 125cc 
class and eigth in the 250s. 

“1 made a few mistakes and it took 
the wind out of my sails," Antunez com- 
mented. “I got a really bad start in the 
250s and by the time the dust had set- 
tled, everyone was gone and I couldn't 
catch up." 


FRIDAY 


Brad Woolsey holeshot the 125cc 
main event on his Nielson Enterpris- 
es/ Thor/Bel-Ray /McGrath Motor- 
sports-backed KX, but a mistake over 
the last rocker into the sweeper before 
the whoops had him commenting, "We 
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call that a one-handed double-face 
auger.” Suzuki Promotions/MSR/ 
FMF /Smith/Bell/Silkolene-sponsored 
Charley Bogard was second out of turn 
one, but was soon passed by Pederson. 

Palmer raced behind Pederson, hav- 
ing passed both Bogard and Woolsey, 
but Pederson was history by the time 
the hometown boy came into play. 





“When I got into second, Chad was 
gone,” Palmer said. “He blistered the 
first turn and had a really good lead that 
I just couldn't chisel away at." 

Bogard passed Woolsey for third in 
the second lap with a hard-charging 
Antunez on his heels. Antunez raced up 
next to Bogard two laps later in the 
whoops and challenged for third, taking 
the position, but Bogard never let him 
loose with it as he kept Antunez in 
sight. 

At the halfway mark, Palmer had 
picked up some steam and shortened 
Pederson's five-second lead down to 
three. Bogard got his second wind and 
chased Antunez down, powering out of 
the finish-line sweeper to take over third 
at the top of lap 10 and began to pull 
away from Antunez immediately. 
Jeromy Buehl gated 11th off the start on 
the 17-rider gate and used the final lap 
of the race to pass Antunez for fourth. 

“I got a really bad start,” Buehl said, 
“and had to come from behind. I knew 
the races were going to be a little bit 
longer than normal here at the Lazy E, 
so I hoped to use my second wind early 
and capitalize on the guys who might 
get tired." 

The 250cc main event had all 17 rid- 
ers crowd into the first turn with 
КЕР / Acerbis/ Yamaha / Oakley / Dun- 
lop’s Grayson Goodman and privateer 
Jeff Hedden fighting over the the 
holeshot, chased by Pederson and 
Palmer. Palmer passed Pederson early 
and challenged Hedden at the end of the 
first lap. 

“I got beside him (Hedden) on the 
double and I had the inside line into the 
next turn,” Palmer said. “Jeff decided to 
go ahead and try to outrun me to the 
corner and kept his gas on. I didn’t want 
to have to pass him again, so I kept my 
gas on and was going to push him out 
as far as I could so he'd shut off. I tried 
to leave him a little bit of room, but he 
must have hit something as when we 
tangled up, he went down fast.” 

“I passed Grayson after the whoops,” 
Palmer commented. “I was right behind 
him, and then beside him. He goofed up 
really bad and almost crashed, throwing 
him forward. He looked back at me after 
he goofed and let me go by.” 

“I've got asthma, plus I’ve been 
sick,” Goodman said. “I had a hard time 
breathing and I knew Palmer was 
behind me. I made a mistake and it cost 
me, but I was out of breath.”

Goodman made tracks to the ambu- 
lance for oxygen to help correct his 
breathing after the race, having finished 
fifth for the night. 

Pederson raced in third, but was 
passed on lap three by Denny Stephen- 
son, who held the position all the way to 
the finish. Pederson moved back anoth- 
er slot near the end of the race when 
Buehl challenged for the final podium 
spot at the top of lap 12. 

The big Lazy E crowd cheered on 
their own Palmer for the win, while 
Team Thor/Honda/Primal Impulse/ 
Tuf Racing's Stephenson finished sec- 
ond and Yamana/Sports Cycles/X- 
Treme/Smith / AXO's Buehl rounded 
out the top three.

Bogard set the arena on fire in the 
125cc main event when he sliced and 
diced his way into the holeshot. Hedden 
followed young Bogard onto the course, 
with Antunez and Palmer in hot pur- 
suit. 

Hedden took a dive in the whoops 


and crashed his way out of the race . 


while Bogard set the pace for the 
remaining 16 riders. For nine laps, the 
front three never changed positions, in 
spite of attempts from © с белзоп, who 
could not get the whoops timed out for 
a decent pass on Palmer on lap five. 

The best action came in the final two 
laps when Antunez went short and 
inside of Bogard in the last turn to bare- 
ly squeeze by, only to have Bogard pass 





him back in the following quad section. 
Antunez chased Bogard through the 
next jumps and then used the whoops 
as his lethal weapon to take the lead for 
the final lap. Palmer raced consistently 
and held out for the third-place spot on 
the podium, followed by Pederson and 
Stephenson. 

The 250cc main had Team 
Green/ Kawasaki of Carrolton/X- 
Treme/Pro Circuit-sponsored Jeff 
Dement written all over the start. The 
previous week’s Saturday night 250cc 
winner led onto the course with Hedden 
once again in second. 

Palmer gated third in the first turn 
and passed Hedden in the whoops on 
the first lap. Antunez, having passed 
Morgan in the whoops on lap two, 
chased after Palmer and Dement for 
seven more laps before changes began 
to occur. 

Palmer began to reel in Dement and 
when Dement cased a jump, Palmer saw 
his chance and took it, along with the 
lead. Once out front, Palmer began to 
immediately pull away from Dement. 
Antunez rode up on Dement and tried 
to pass in the whoops, but lappers got in 
the way and prevented a safe passage. 
Antunez tried again on the next lap to 
pass Dement, but he couldn’t get his 
timing down and failed. Antunez did, 
however, find his mark on lap 11 and 
powered by Dement for second. 

“I was trying to ride as hard as I 
could,” Dement said at the end of the 
race. “I gave it my all and I knew it was 





going to be tough as I was diagnosed 
earlier in the week with pneumonia.” 

Antunez spoke from the podium, 
saying: “Last night was no good, but 
tonight I came back and focused and 
rode real well. When Cliff got around 
Dement, he raced a little faster than I 
did and got away.” 

“I felt real good,” said the victorious 
Palmer. “1 just wanted to get out and get 
in the groove. Jeff (Dement) was run- 
ning real good, but was beginning to 
tire and make some mistakes and I was 
able to reel him in. I had the whoops 
dialed in and could make up some time, 
but when Jeff bobbled nose down, he 
could have whipped in my line and 
taken both of us out, but he didn’t. 

“I started the series out great, then 
had some bad races,” Palmer continued. 
“But I’ve been picking away and I’m 
real happy with my performance this 
weekend.” €N

11-12 
aul Currie got his act together 
; в and earned overall wins in both 
| the 125сс and 250сс Pro classes 
- during round two of the Florida 
Winter AMA Series at Dade City 
Motocross Raceway. 

“Until this race, the 250cc class has 
been a total disaster for me," the Team 
Green-backed Currie said after winning 
the 250cc Pro overall. “I got some great 
starts today and was happy to pull this 
off." 

Currie was pressured by his Kawasa- 
ki Team Green teammate Keith Johnson 
during the 125cc motos before eventual- 
ly winning both. Curry also won the 
125cc A and 250cc A divisions during 
Saturday's amateur program. 

In Sunday's 250cc Pro class, KTM 
America's Keith Bowen scored an 
impressive first-moto victory ahead of 
Currie. In moto two, Bowen had to 
come back from a poor start and fin- 
ished in fourth place while Currie con- 
trolled the tempo and led every lap. 

“1 have been running and lifting in 
the gym as well as riding," Currie said. 
"The work has paid off, and I felt good 
after four mótos." 

Missing from round three were e 125cc 
and 250cc class leader Ron Tichenor and 
round-one standout Anthony Pocorob- 
ba. Tichenor was in Germany for a 
supercross. Pocorobba was present but 
on the sidelines. 

“At Gatorback, I attributed some 
abdominal pains to the flu,” Pocorobba 
said. "Two days later I had an emer- 
gency operation to repair a ruptured 
appendix." 

Pocorobba tried to race on Saturday 
but crashed into a bank, dislocated a 
knee and went back on the injured 
reserve list. 

Randy Yoho's Dade City Raceway 
features deep, tortuous sand and was a

distinct contrast to the fast, hard clay 
circuits of Gainesville and Ocala. New 
England riders thrived in the sand, but 
not all were happy about the change in 
surface.

Kenny Yoho led the first 125cc Pro 
start ahead of Keith Johnson, Currie, 
Tony Lorusso, Scott Carter, Jason 
Thomas, Ronnie Renner, Jeff Curry and 
Keith Bowen. Currie moved up fast and 
took over the point in the second turn. 
At the midway point it was Currie, 
Johnson, Lorusso, Bowen and Curry. 

“Johnson really put a push on me,” 
Currie said. "I stuck to my lines and 
finally pulled away from him." 

At the moto's end, Currie prevailed 
with Johnson, Lorusso, Bowen and 
Curry in the top five. 

“Finally!” Johnson said. “I feel like I 
am back in the groove. I closed on Cur- 





rie and waited for him to deal with lap- 
pers. They weren't a problem. My arms 
pumped and I had to let him go." 

“Thad a tough battle with Bowen and 
couldn't get by him," Curry said. "Cur- 
rie and Johnson were too far gone." 

Currie led moto two from the start 
with Yoho, Johnson, Curry, Thomas, 
Mike Treadwell and Broc Sellards near 
the front. By the halfway point, Currie 
had built a 10-second advantage over 
the second-place Johnson, but then the 
leader suddenly went down. 

“Му front wheel climbed out of a rut 
and I ran into a bank and fell over," 
Currie said. “I held the clutch in and got 
going beforé Johnson caught me. 

It was then Currie and Curry up 
front as the Suzuki-mounted Curry 
passed Johnson on the eighth lap and 
tried to ride hard, but Johnson came 
back by Curry on the 11th lap and held 
second place to the finish. 








“1 am pleased to do this well," Curry 
said.

At the finish it was Currie, Johnson, 
Curry, Eric Reilly, Thomas and Tread- 
well. With the win, Currie took over the 
series lead. He is now two points ahead 
of Sellards. 


250cc 


Barry Carsten got the holeshot in the 
first 250cc Pro moto, but by the end of 
lap one Carsten was dropped to third by 
Currie and Bowen with Curry, Sellards, 
Andre Pene, Jarrett Tipping and 
Thomas falling into line behind Carsten. 

"The holeshot felt good, but I have 
been having a problem all day," Carsten 
said. “I got hit in my (left elbow) funny 
bone yesterday, and I still have three 
fingers numb. It is strange to ride with 
strength, but no feeling in my hand." 

Bowen closed on Currie and took 
over the lead on lap six. 

"The track is rough, but the KTM 
works so well in sand that it is fun to 
ride," Bowen said. 

At the midway point, Bowen extend- 
ed his lead while Currie ran ahead of 
Carsten, Sellards and Reilly. Bowen 
went on to claim the win. 


" After Bowen passed me, I watched 
his lines and used a few," Currie said. "I 
gained on the tabletop but was not able 
to reel him in." 

"This was a good team effort," 
Bowen said. "Doug Harvey will be my 
mechanic in Europe this year on the 
500cc World MX Championship Series 
(Bowen will base in Germany and ride 
for the Silent Sports KTM team). This 
was the first day that we have worked 
together." 

Jason Thomas led the final 250cc 
moto but Currie was soon at the point 
and in command. At the midway point, 
Currie led Sellards, Reilly, Mike Tread- 
well, Curry and Thomas. 

"It really felt good to lead again,” 
Currie said. "My bike worked great, and: 
I was very happy at the finish line.” 

The best race on the track was for 
second between roommates Johnson 
and Treadwell. At the end it was John- 





son over Treadwell for second with 
Bowen, Carter and Curry trailing in 
behind them. 

“І worked to get by Sellards and 
then passed Johnson," Treadwell said. 
"Johnson came back at me at the end. I 
was dying on the rough section before 
the tabletop, and he caught me there." . 

"This cost me a dinner," Johnson 
said. “I told my mechanic, Eric Anthrop, 
that I would take him to Olive Garden if 
we finished second or better.”

“I had Carter beat and on the last lap 
I dropped my bike and exhausted 
myself picking it up as he passed me,” 
Curry said.

KOBLENZ, GERMANY, JAN. 11 
oug Lampkin and Marc Colomer 
continued their titanic battle for 
the 1996-97 World Indoor Trials 
Championship as the circus 
moved to Germany for the third round 
with another sellout show. 

And just as he had done in the previ- 
ous round in Sheffield, England, Lamp- 
kin came out the victor over his Spanish 
archrival after a super-close battle which 
was as much about nerves as riding 
ability. 

The eight-man field was comprised 
of automatic choices Lampkin, Colomer, 
Amos Bilbao, Tommi Ahvala, Bruno 
Camozzi and Graham Jarvis, plus the 
organizer's choice of two wild cards 
which this week were indoor ace Steve 
Colley and token German rider Andreas 
Lettenbichler, who got his shot at the 
big time just as 17-year-old Martin 
Crosswaite did in England. 

In the past the Germans have played 
a conservative hand when it comes to 
section setup and the types of hazards 
employed. This year, however, they 
tried several variations on the indoor- 
trial theme. While not all the moves 
were popular with the riders, most 
agreed it had been a well-organized 
event. 

Unlike the big sections at Sheffield, 
the German hazards were in general 
smaller and more technical, much more 
like those normally found in France - 
Bercy excepted. This meant that is was 
possible to ride through some of the sec- 
tions for one- or two-mark losses rather 
than all-or-nothing cleans or fives. 

Just five sections constituted the Ger- 
man trial, plus the head-to-head races 
over a series of cable drums. Even here 
the Germans went against convention 
and actually started their trial with the 
races. Wild cards Lettenbichler and Col- 
ley were first into the arena and the race 
was used to decide who would ride the 
sections first. Colley revels in conditions 
like this, and it was no surprise to see 
Lettenbichler lose the race and have to 
ride the sections first. 

Andreas fived the opening two haz- 
ards, the first constructed of logs, the 
second over wooden railroad ties. But to 
the approval of his home-country fans, 
Lettenbichler then completed the third 
section with only a single dab. A novel 
hazard this, one in which the rider must 
hop over a series of large rocks before 
riding on to a rail-mounted trolley. The 
trolley, however, can only be made to 
move forward by bouncing the bike's 
front wheel on a switch, at which point 
the rider rolls toward more rocks, where 
he then leaps off the still-moving trolley. 

There was another ^moving section" 
immediately after that, where a swing 
bridge crossing was included in the sec- 
tion which was constructed of wood. 
Lettenbichler again took a nicely judged 
one before cleaning the final section, a 
high, scaffolded structure, to finish with 
a respectable score of 13. 

It was then up to Colley to show the 
regular performers what the rest of the 
sections were like. The sections were not 
really big enough for him to put on a 
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Larnpkin by a 


but he hopped and 

jumped the Саз Gas 

through the two openers for a one and a 
two before cleaning the moving-trolley 
hazard. But there was a shock in store 
for Colley when he crashed off the 
swing bridge for a surprise five before 
he cleaned the final section to post an 
eight-mark target for his rivals. 

Camozzi, who missed Sheffield, 
and Jarvis were next out. Although 
the Frenchman won the race, it was 
the Scorpa-riding English rider who 
starred on the sections as Camozzi 
lost 12. Jarvis started badly with a 
five, but picked up well to post a 
score of nine (including a clean on 
the swing bridge), a ride only later 
matched by Colomer. 

Next on were Tommi Ahvala 
and Amos Bilbao and neither of 
these two seasoned performers 
were to set the stadium alight. In 
fact, Bilbao and Ahvala had car- 
bon-copy scores, posting 5-5-1- 

5-0 in the sections. Ahvala lost 
the race, so he had an extra one 
to add, making the totals Bil- 

bao 16, Ahvala 17. 

So, what would the big 
two come up with? Lampkin 
drew first blood with a 
determined win in the open- 
ing race. But Colomer, con- 
centrating superbly in the 
sections, kept his section losses down to 
a one in the opener, followed by a three 
in the second (plus one for losing the 
race) for a miserly five. Lampkin, know- 
ing what he had to do to qualify, was 
steady through the openers, posting a 2- 
1-0, but wasn’t happy at losing three on 
the swing bridge to qualify second. 

Colomer, Lampkin and Colley, just 
as in Sheffield, were through to the final, 
but here again the Germans went 
against the traditional straight qualify- 
ing and staged a last-chance qualifier. 
The loser here turned out to be Jarvis 
who, as fourth man, in all other trials 
would automatically have gone straight 
through to the final. So a far-from- 
happy Jarvis had to join Lettenbichler, 
Camozzi, Ahvala and Bilbao in a three- 
section shootout for the last place in the 
final. 

Ace showman Bilbao emerged with 
an inspired victory and leapfrogged 
from seventh and into the final to give 
us Sheffield all over again. Jarvis and his 
manager Malcolm Rathmell went 
searching for the rule book. 

Also as in Sheffield, having reached 
the final, Bilbao seemed to lose interest 
and a lackluster ride saw him drop a 
huge 18, plus one mark for losing the 
race with Colley. 

But, amazingly, worse was to come 
as Colley - who sacrificed accuracy for 
all-out speed in the race and dropped 
two marks - totally went to pieces in the 
sections. A total of four fives saw him 
finish in fourth place. 

It was again down to сжег апа 
Lampkin to really show how they Һап- 
dle indoor sections, and the world’s 
hottest two riders did just that. With the 
pressure really on, both made nervous 
starts with the Spaniard fiving the open- 





er and Lampkin settling for three. The 
English rider then stretched his advan- 
tage with an excellent single-mark ride 
in the second as Colomer again strug- 
gled with a three. 

But the reigning World Champion 
never gives up and he finished with 
three brilliant cleans. Lampkin came 
through with a one and a two to make it 
Lampkin seven and Colomer eight 
going to the race. The honors were even 
here as Lampkin proved faster but 
dropped a dab in the section while beat- 
ing Colomer. 

The result was that Lampkin won by 
a single mark over Colomer, but it was 
enough to stretch his World Champi- 
onship lead to five points as they move 
off to Toulouse, France, for round four.cn

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"85 Toyota 4x4 with 170,000 miles was 

at the end of its reliable life. Perhaps I 
shouldn't have рге-гип so many SCORE 
races with it or scrapped it through the 
wash on the way to Glen Helen Speed- 
way so many times. It rattled like an old 
Maico and the transmission made more 
whirring sounds than a modern RM 
250's internal water pump. I had already 
been taken by some low-life sleaze-bag 
on a bogus tranny rebuild and I just 
couldn't stand to drive it any longer. 

Luckily, I stumbled upon a guy who 
was willing to trade me, straight across, 
an '88 Ford Econoline E-150 van with 
93,000 miles on it for my truck. I was in 
heaven and he thought he was, too, until 
I saw him chasing me down the street as 
I drove away when my truck wouldn't 
start after the deal was done. So sorry, 
but I'm sure he got the last laugh when 
he thought about what I was going to 
have to pay to register the van. Anyway, 
it was just the vehicle I was looking for 
because everybody knows vans are the 
ultimate for dirt biking. 

Vans are great for dirt bike riding 
because you can carry two to three bikes 
in a heartbeat, and four or five bikes are 
not out of the question if you take pegs 
off and use a hitch hauler like a Moto 
Jack Rack. When the weather turns ugly, 
vans make an even better place to get 
dressed and stay dry - if your buddies 
haven't infiltrated it first while you were 
unloading. You can sleep in them 
(among, other things), have lunch in 
them and you can even work on your 
bike in them if it’s windy and dusty out 
in the real world. Your bikes and gear 
are in less danger of being stolen locked 
inside and your chest protector or gas 
can will never fly out traveling down a 
highway at 70 mph (ТЇЇ tell you about 
that another time). 

The real beauty of my van is how 
un-carefully you can treat it because of 
how marginal it looks. It doesn’t look 
like a total beater, but it can be confused 
with one when it’s really dirty (which is 
actually most of the time. In fact, right

HEADSHAKE

now I don’t think the thing has been 
washed since we bombed it up to the 
Mammoth MX in June). My van is an 
ever-fading shade of navy blue that 
rubs off on your hands if you touch it. 
Numerous cartoons and nice words that 
people have traced into the dirty paint 
like “Coatney sucks,” "Does your right 
wrist work?" and "BuzzKill" have 
become permanent fixtures in the paint. 
Thanks, guys. A fairly large dent scars 
the passenger-side door and warns 
other drivers to beware. 

In this condition, you can drive the 
van through the skinniest of trails get- 
ting to your favorite riding spot without 
giving a damn as branches and bushes 
have you cringing as they scrape down 
the side leaving seismographic-like 
scratches. You can also lean bikes 
against it without a thought, which 
becomes especially handy when you 
need to visit the nearest bush after a 
long ride and an empty Camelbak. 

People often assume that driving a 
van around is somewhat difficult due 
to its size, but this is actually quite the 
opposite. Sure they're big, but because 
of this fact people rarely pull out in 
front of you, and when they do, you get 
a good laugh from seeing their scared, 
bulging eyes in their rear-view mirror. 
People usually make room for you 
when you need to get into a line of traf- 
fic unless their vehicle is more of a 
beater or the driver is a few spokes 
short of a laced wheel. You can also 
tailgate with the best of 'em since you 
can see everything up there in the cab 
(including those convertibles and short 
skirts). 

I will admit that checking your blind 
spot and changing lanes to the right are 
somewhat of a challenge, but I've 
learned, dare I say it, a good way to deal 
with this problem. You simply click the 
right turn signal on, start to ease over 
into the lane and wait for a honk or a 
thud. It's not rocket science, but it's 
worked so far. 

When I got the van it was in pretty 
sound mechanical condition, or so I pre- 





tend, but now some 60,000 miles, a set of 
tires, and several oil changes later Гуе 
got some gremlins to deal with (or not 
to deal with, which has been my policy 
thus far). At about the 100,000-mile 
mark the van developed a cracked 
exhaust manifold and a dead miss and 
thus became a V-7 (probably valve trou- 
bles). I did replace the exhaust manifold, 
which was one of the worst things I've 
ever done in my life, but I think the task 
soured me on ever working on the 
motor again. Shortly thereafter, the 
drive train started shaking violently at 
lower rpm, so you've got to rev it like a 
four-banger when it drops to the lower 
revs to stop the shaking (probably a bad 
torque-converter or tranny). 

At about 130,000 miles I noticed 
puddles of radiator fluid beneath it 
after long hauls and traced it to the 
water pump. I knew that I wasn't going 
to replace it and if you've ever tried to 
work on any part of the motor on a van 
you know why. You can't get your 
hands to fit anywhere unless you're 
Plastic Man. I somehow got the idea to 
snug up the bolts on the water pump 
and actually contorted my arms 
through the fan; hoses and belts to put a 
wrench on most of them. The leak 
stopped but has come back at the 
150,000-mile mark. Гуе tried to get my 
hands in there again, but can't remem- 
ber how I did it before so I carry around 
a jug of coolant now. 

Typical of Ford Twin 1 Beam front 
suspension (which Ford thankfully 
dumped a few years ago), the van cups 
front tires horribly if you don't rotate 
the tires every three to four thousand 
miles and keep up on the alignment 
(which I don't). 

But it still keeps chuggin' away (liter- 
ally). 

Throughout the years my trusty old 
riding partner has picked up a few 
notable names - BuzzKill (after the pop- 
ular MTV show's van), Buzzard Kill 
after someone altered the BuzzKill 
scraped into the paint, and the Lovemo- 
bile in appreciation of the beautifully 





muraled and decorated vans of the "70s 
(Yuck!). Most notable is the NASVAN. 
You may have heard of the NASCAR or 
NASTRUCK racing series, but the NAS- 
VAN acronym came about when a fel- 
low employee at the last motorcycle 
shop I worked at saw me blazing down 
the freeway late for work one morning. 
Okay, most mornings. He came in 
claiming that I was crazy and he would 
always be on time so he didn't have to 
be on the road with me at the same time. 
He even started waiting for me to leave 
work before he did. He thought I was 
crazy. I wasn't crazy - I was late. Now I 
just call it the aluminum-block V-7 tech, 
NASVAN special. 

Somewhere along the line my genes 
got swirled because I'm not at all like 
my father or brother when it comes to 
taking care of vehicles and fixing them 
when there's a problem. While both of 
them wash their vehicles weekly, love 
polishing them, and take care of prob- 
lems right away, I, on the other hand, 
rarely wash my vehicles, even more 
rarely do I polish them and only deal 
with mechanical problems if it's likely to 
cause me trouble while trying to get out 
to my favorite riding areas. I guess I 
don't take the best care of my vehicles, 
but you can bet that my bikes have the 
latest and greatest parts, have fresh oil 
and are always ready to ride. Hey, I 
know I can get to a call box on the road, 
but how many have you seen at the bot- 
tom of a gnarly, secluded canyon? 

What it all boils down to is that I’m 
at a crossroads - I’m about due for a 
new or newer van or a new motor and 
transmission for this one, among other 
things. Maybe ГЇЇ even fix the door if I 
keep the NASVAN. I just haven’t had to 
pay a car payment or fix this thing in so 
long that I don’t know if I could stand it. 
Maybe it'll just die one day and ГЇЇ be 
forced to make some sort of decision. 
Until then - look for it at a race near you 
and don't drive in my blind spot unless 
you want a blue pinstripe down the side 
of your vehicle. €N
